MORE PARNELLITE AMEND- 
MENTS VOTED DOWN. 

HE CONTEST EXPECTED TO LAST THREE 
WEEKS LONGER—OVERTURES FOR

LONDON, May 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, in committee on the Coercion bill, 

Mr. Healy moved an amendment that a person 

committed for contempt of court be treated as a 

first-class misdemeanant. He argued that wit- 

nesses committed for refusing to answer ques- 
tions ought not to be subjected to the same “pun- 
ishment ag criminals. When the last Coercion 
act wasin effect, he said, the mere detention of 
many persons shortened their lives 10 years.

Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, said 


“persons committed could avoid punishment by 


@mswering questions. There was no difference 
«© between cases under the clause and cases of con- 
tempt under the ordinary law. 

Mr. John O’Connor, Nationalist, said that if 
the Government imprisoned witnesses as com- 
mon criminals for refusing to answer questions 
it would be a disgrace to civilization. Why 
didn’t they propose to apply the old-fashioned 
implements of torture, including the thumbscrew 
and rack ? 

Sir Charles Russell, Liberal, contended that 
there was a great difference between witnesses 
examined under the ordinary protection of legal 
advice in a regular court and those who, under 
the clause, could be compelled to attend a pri- 
Vate examination and answer whatever ques- 
tions were put tothem. [{‘ Hear, hear.’’] : 

Mr. Balfour replied that the law under the 
Explosives act gave the same powers. 

Mr. Gladstone denied that these were parallel 
cases. Under the crimes clause witnesses could 
be summoned to state whethersome one had in- 


aneed somebody else to take or refuse to take a 
particular farm, or to deal or refuse to deal with 
& particular tradesman. [Cheers.] ¢ 

r. Healy putit to the Government whether 
it would agree that men committed under the 
clause should not be kept in solitary confine- 
ment more than 20 hours out of the 24. 

Mr, Balfour promised that the Government 
would inquire into the mode in which the law 
was administered, and prevent harsh treatment 
of persons committed under its provisions. 

Mr. Healy’s amendment was rejected by a vote 
of 195 to 144, 

Mr. Healy then moved to limit the penalty for 
contempt in the case of witnesses to seven 
days’ imprisonment. This was defeated by a 
yote of 138 to 111. Another motion referring 
to witnesses was negatived and the House 
then adjourned. 

An informal meeting of the Cabinet was held 
to-day to discuss plans for expediting the pas- 
sage of the Coercion bill. It was decided to aban- 
don the attempt to effect a wholesale ap- 

lication of the cloture rule at a _ fixed 

ate. The refusal of the Chairman of the 
committee to put cloture until each clause has 
been fully discussed, has compelled the Ministers 
to adopt the plan of asking for cloture after bona 
fide amendments have been heard. The Minis- 
terialists now calculate that the discussion on 
the Coercion bill in committee will last three 
‘weeks longer. 

Acommittee of leading Conservatives has 
made unofficial overtures to Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Morley, with the view of finding out wheth- 
er those gentlemen will assent to the ap- 
pointment of a commission consisting of 
two English Judges and one Scotch 
Judge to inquire into the charges against the 
Parnellites. Tne Giadstonians are opposed to 
troubling themselves any further with the ques- 
tion unless the Government takes definite ac- 
tion, while the Government is not disposed to 
make @ move until the Coercion bill shall have 


passed,

The Congregationalist ministers of London, 
ata meeting held to-day, adopted almost unan- 
imously a resolution offered by Dr. Parker, of 
the City Temple, protesting against the Irish 
Coercion bill now before Parliament; demanding 
that the Irish people shall be treated with jus- 
tice and urging the Government to adopt a 
policy of conciliation in dealing with the Irish 
question. 

The Queen held a drawing room this afternoon 
at Buckingham Palace. Mrs. Arthur Post and 
Miss Louise Morgan, American ladies, were 
among the presentations to her Majesty in the 
diplomatic circle. The following named Ameri- 
can ladies ages presented in the general

The number 
of presentations was unprecedentedly large. 
Carriages began to take position at the gates of 
the palace at 11 o’clock this morning, although 
the Queen did not enter the throne room until 
Zin the afternoon, The weather was clear and 
pleasant.

The 
law will come into operation in 1888. 

A congress of English-speaking Roman Catho- 
lics will meet in London soon to discuss relig- 
jous progress, labor and capital, temperance, 
theft, and other subjects. It is expected that 
American prelates will attend. Cardinal Man- 
ning is the leading spirit in the movement. 

The Queen has commanded that a private per- 
formance be given by the Wild West Show at 5 
clock to-morrow afternoon. 


FRANCO-GERMAN RELATIONS. 

PakRIs, May 10.—In relation to the dis- 
patch from Berlin stating that experiments 
showed that melinite decomposes if kept long, 
and is, therefore, of no use for war purposes, 
the Government assert that the substance ex- 
perimented with in Berlin was not melinite and 
base their assertion on the fact that melinite is 
unknown in Germany. 

M. Lemoureaux, the manager of the Eden 
Theatre, in which “ Lohengrin” was produced 
recently, but which was withdrawn owing to 
opposition of a portion of the people to German 
works, has entered suit against the newspaper 
La France to recover 50,000f. damages for an at- 
tack made upon the ate. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Gen. 
Boulanger, Minister of War, submitted his bill 
for an experimental mobilization of the army 
in October. It provides for a credit of 5,000,- 
000f. The Chamber, however.’decided that the 
Sugar Tax bill must precede the Military bill. 


Lonpbon, May 10.—A dispatch tothe Times 
from Paris says: ‘“‘The Leipsic Supreme Court 
has prepared an indictment covering 500 pages 
against the persons arrested for connec- 
tion with the case in which the French 
Commissary Schnaebeles was implicated and 
the trial of which will begin a fort- 
night hence. The indictment covers all the 
evidence in detail collected during several 
months past, regarding barracks elections, M. 
Deroulede’s trip, M. Schnaebele and his emis- 
saries, the patriotic league and its newspapers 
and letters; and in short, says the correspond- 
ent, it is an indictment as much against France 
»S against the prisoners.”

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THE BROADWAY RAILROAD. 





ARGUMENTS IN THE LEGAL FIGHT AT 
ALBANY. 

ALBANY, May 10.—The big legal fight 
over the Broadway Surface Railroad in New- 
York was begun in the General Term to-day be- 
fore Judges Learned, Landon, Bockes and is 
hikely to last through to-morrow. it came up on 
an appeal from the decision of Justice Peckham 
in the case of the people agaifist John O’Brien 
as Receiver, &c., and others. The argument was 
opened by Deputy Attorney-General William A. 


Post on behalf of the people, with a com- 
prehensive statement of the case, in which he 
told how on May 12,1884, Thomas H. McLean, 
Jacob Sharp, and 18 others got together and as- 
sumed the name of the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road Company, issued bonds, executed mort- 
gages, and entered into agreements with the 
Seventh-Avenue and Twenty-third-Street Roads, 
all without having pontributed a single dollar. 
He told of the subsequent virtual transfer to 
the other roads, until finally it was thrown into 
the hands of a Receiver and the present action 
sought. 

Attorney-General O’Brien followed with a 
long and able, argument, in which he reviewed 
the law questions raised by the appeal, holding 
that the people have the right to maintain the 
action because it is brought under Chapter 310 
of the Laws of 1886,,and the people are the 
Trustees of the affairs and properties of dis- 
solved corporations for the benetit of creditors, 
He also held that the statute annulling the 
charter of the Broadway Surface Railroad was 
constitutional; that the appointment of the Re- 
ceiver was pv gree § made and valid; that 
Chapter 310 of the Laws of 1886, providing a 
method for winding up the affairs of the 
company was constitutional; that the Receiv- 
er and not the Directors of the dissolved eor- 
poration is entitled to wind up its affairs; that 
Chapter 271 of the Laws of 1886—the Franchise 
Disposal act—is constitutional; that the fran- 
chise came from the Legislature and not from 
the city; that all the contracts, mortgages, and 
leases of the corporation, which sought to impose 
a lien upon its franchises, perished at the disso- 
lution of the corporation; that the Broadway 
Surface Road never had power to mortgage its 
frauchise to run a@ railroad for any term what- 
ever; that the leases or traffic agreements with 
the Seventh-Avenue and Twenty-third-Street 
Roads are invalid, and on these and other 
grounds the judgment should be reversed. 

The Hon. Leslie W. Russell followed on behalf 
of the Receiver, appellant. His argument cov- 
ered much the same ground as thatof the At- 
torney-General. On behalf of the Mayor and 
commonality, also appellants, Mr. Thémas Alli- 
son, of counsel, argued that the court erred in 
holding that the agreements of the Broadway 
corporation were valid, and that they were 
effectual to confer ongthe two companies named 
the right to operate CArs upon Broadway south 
of Fourteenth-street over the Broadway Surface 
Company’s road. The effect of the act dissolv- 
ing the Broadway Surface Railway Company and 
repealing and annulling its charter was not merely 
to destroy its corporate life, but to destroy 
the franchise which it had to operate a railroad 
over its route, and to destroy any right in any 
one whomsoever to exercise that franchise un- 
der the Broadway Surface Company, or by any 
power or authority or right derived from that 
company. The Legislature intended to accom- 
plish the resulta stated, and such was not an un- 
constitutional exercise of legislative power., If 
the act merely destroyed the railroad’s corporate 
life and nothing more, and allowed the same in- 
dividuals to hold as individuals and ex-stock- 
holders of a dissolved corporation the rights and 
franchises which had been taken away from 
them as stockholders, then the act was a ridicu- 
lously absurd exercise of that power, protecting 
the stockholders and many guilty participants 
in the original fraud. 

Mr, 8. P. Nash, on behalf of the bondholders, 
will contend that the proceedings and legisla- 
tion amending and dissolving the Broadway 
Surface Railroad Company were unconstitutional 
and void, and that the bondholders’ were en- 
titled to the protection afforded bondholders 
under the statutes. 

The argument of Roscoe Conkling and Clar- 
ence A, Seward, counsel for the Senate Commit- 
tee on Railroads, contends that the Legislature 
had the constitutional power to dissolve 
the corporation in question and pass the 
other acts referréd to in the _ case. 
The briefof Judge James C. Carter and Elihu 
Root reiterates the validity of the agreements 
of the respondent railroad with the Broadway 
surface road. The briefs of Mr. William C. Gul- 
liver, counsel for McLean and others, Trustees 
ot the Broadway Surface Railroad, and of Mr. 
E. Winslow Paige, for others, contend that the 
judgment that on May 4, 1886, the Broadway 
Surface Railroad was dissolved and ceased to 
exist should be reversed, and that chapters 271 
and 301 of the Laws, of 1886 were unconstitu- 
tional.

THE COSTLY WOOING OF A FAITHLESS 
SCRANTON LOVER. 

ScRANTON, Penn., May 10.—A judgment 
note for $75,000 against Franklin Howell, of this 
city, and in tavor of Margaret Thomas, of Pitts- 
burg, was entered here this afternoon in the 
oftice of the Prothonotary of Lackawanna Coun- 


ty. This large sum is the price which young 
owell pays as the result of his promise to mar- 
ry the girl. Howell, who is about 24 years of 
age, has had quite a romantic experience within 
a short time. He is the son of the late Daniel 
Howell, who was formerly President of the 
Miners and Mechanics’ Bank of this city, and 
until quite recently was Vice-President of that 
institution himself. In June of last year young 
Howell was sued for breach of promise by Miss 
Epbie Coslett, of this city. t is said that 
duriug a visit to New-York shortly before that 
time he consulted the spirits through a metro- 
politan medium, who advised him that he must 
not warry the girl, and accordingly he failed 
to come to time on the date fixed for the wed- 
ding. This led to a lawsuit, and Howell, who is 
worth about $250,000, compromised the case by 
paying Miss CosJett $10,000. 

While he was recovering from the shock oc- 
casioned by this litigation and exposure, he met 
@ sympathetic and prepossessing young Pitts- 
burg lady named Maggie Thomas, who was visit- 
ing friends in this city. Howells heart was 
touched by the gentle girl from the Smoky City, 
who regarded the mercenary conduct of Miss 
Coslett as being cruelin the extreme. Accord- 
ingly, in the course of time, Howell declared 
that the winsome Maggie was his ideal of what 
@ sweetheart ought to be, “the tree upon which 
the fruit of his heart was growing,” and he made 
her an offer of marriage, which was accepted. 
Everything was lovely. Visions of wedding 
dresses and echoes of wedding bells made the 
days go by merrily for Maggie in her Pittsburg 
home, until the time for the bridal, about three 
weeks ago, when Howell failed to appear ac- 
cording to promise and claim her as his wife. 

Miss Thomas’s family was shocked and cha- 
grined. Her brother and brother-ir-law came 
to Scranton for the purpose of seeing the truant 
lover and getting an explanation of bis conduct. 
On arriving here they ascertained that he was 
in Towanda, where he had engaged himself to 
marry another girl, who. had supplanted Miss 
Thomas in his affections. Accordingly they en- 
gaged Senator Waters astheir attorney, and pro- 
ceeding to Towanda, laid down the law to the 
faithless lover who, in order to settle matters 
without litigation, promised to pay Miss Thomas 
$75,000 for her blighted affections. He gave 
checks and bank stock for this amount, and se- 
cured it by ajudgment note for $75,000. The 
checks went to protest and so this afternoon the 
note was entered against Mr. Howell in legal 
form, and the romantic story of his second costly 
wooing became pubiic.

THE WABASH COUPONS. 

CuicaGo, May 10.—Judge Gresham was 
engaged to-day in hearing an application made 
by Julien T. Davies, of New-York, representing 
a large numberof the bondholders of the under- 
lying mortgages of the Wabash system, for @ 
rule on Receiver McNult to pay one or more 
overdue coupons on those mortgages. The 
mortgages represented by him amounted to 
about $18,000,000, but the application is only 
made to pay the coupons on those sections of 
roads which show an income of more than 
enough to pay running expenses. The sum 
necessary to pay this interest will be about 
$400,000. A report of the Receiver was read, 
showing a surplus of about $680,000 now on 
hand, 

After extended arguments the Judge decided 
the first mortgage bondholders were entitled to 
payment, if there was enough money on hand. 
The Receiver should decide whether he could 
pay now or not, It was necessary to have a 
considerable amount on band in case of acci- 
dent. rhe Receiver should give notice when he 

yas ready to pay and the coupons should be 
paid only on those roads which had earned a 
| surplus large enough to make the payment. The 

Chicago division would also be included in the 

order. The question of apportionment of rents, 

taxes, and other expenses among the various 
roads so as to sbow the amounts ot! thelr re 

Spective surplus would also be left with the Re 

ceiver to adjust.

THE OIL CONSPIRACY SUIT 


THREE OF THH DEFENDANTS 
DISMISSED BY THE OUURT. 





MR. ROCKEFELLER’S EVIDENCE CON- 
CERNING THE STANDARD OIL COM- 


FANY AND THE OIL TRUST. 

BurraLo, May 10,—The jury in the great 
conspiracy trial acquitted three of the five do- 
fendants to-day by instruction of the court, be- 
cause the allegations in the indictment were not 
sufficiently established. The men released from 
indictment are Henry JH. Kogers, Ambrose 
McGregor, and John D. Archbold, all of 
New-York City. Hiram B. Everest and his 
son, Charles M. Everest, remain defendants upon 
trial, but it is possiple that their counsel will to- 
morrow morning move for their release from the 
indictment. The people rested their case at 4 
o’clock this afternoon, and to-morrow, if the in- 
dictment against the Everestsis not dismissed, 
the defense will open. The attendance was 
greater than on any previous day of the trial, 
especially during the period when John D. Rock- 
efeller, President of the Standard Oil Company, 
Was on the witness stand. The presence of many 
ladies in court was also noticeable. d 

When the morning session opened Col. John 
D. Byrne, the detective, was recalled to the 
stand. Itis not a fact, as reported, that he and 
his detectives have beén, during the trial, in the 


employ of the District Attorney watching 
the jury and the peoples’ witnesses. 
On the contrary, it is asserted that 
he has been there’ in the _ service 


of the other side. Col. Byrne presented, upon 


request of the defense, the written agreement 
made with Mr. Dodd, attorney for the Standard 
Oil Company, of New-York, for detective service. 
District Attorney Quinby objected to its admis- 
sion because it contained private statements as 
well as instructions. The objection was over- 
Bre and the contract was read to thejury as 
ollows: 


First--During the year 1881 the Buffalo Lubricatin 
Oil Company was organized. Two of its members, Al- 
bert A. Miller and J. Scott Wilson, were previously 
thereto employes of the Vacuum Oil Company, of 
Rochester. We have reasons to believe that Miller 
ani Wilson were taken into the Buffalo Lubri- 
cating Oil Company for the reason that they 
were acquainted with the patented and secret 
processes for the manufacture of oil by the Vacuum 
Oil Company, and that they were given an interest 
in the Suffalo Lubricating Oil Company in consid- 
eration of constructing the Buffalo works so that 
the Vacuum processes might be used. We want all 
the light we can get on that subject. 

Second—We desire to know who are connected 
with Matthews in the present suit against us; who 
is assisting him with capital, and what the objects 
of the parties associated with him may be. 

Thire—We desire to know whether Albert A. 
Miller is at present connected with Matthews, and 
whathis present connection with the case may be. 
He is now employed at the works of Clark & War- 
ner, at Corry, Penn. Much may be learned from him 
of the history of the whole matter, embracing the 
original design of the parties of the Buffalo Com- 
pany in getting him and Wilson away from the Roch- 
ester Company. If he is promised a part of the pro- 
ceeds recovered in these suits, we are quite anxious 
to know it. 

Fourth—We desire to knowif the Buffalo Lubri- 
cating Oil Company is violating an injunction 
against the infringement of a patent of the Vacuum 
Oil Corapany, in order that gwe§ tiay judge of this, 
discover whether the Buffalo Lubricating O11 Com- 
pany, during the process of manufacture, draw sam- 
ples from their stills, and if so, what they do with 
these samples. In other words, do they obtain from 
them the gravity and fire test, or does Mr. Beardslee 
take the sample where no one can see what hoe does 
with them? 

Fifth—We aiso desire to know whether Clark & 
Warner, of Corry, are infringing the Vacuum proc- 
esses. Learn whether Albert A. Miller is their 
still man, for he is ey ore with the process and 
would likely use it. Iso learn, as asked above, in 
regard to the Buffalo Oil Company as to the draw- 
ings of samples of oil from the stills during the 
process 

President C. B. Matthews, of the Buffalo Lubri-. 
cating Oil ‘Company, was then recalled. Mr. 
Bacon, for the defense, asked: 

“Did you not say to Mr. Allison in this court 
room duing the past week, ‘Well, I suppose you 
have come here to swear that I tried to sell out to 
the Standard Oil Company? ” 

‘*T might have said something of that kind.” 


Edson H. Hamilton, of Boston, who was ship- 
ping clerk and salesman for the Vacuum Oil 
Company in that city in 1881, took the stand 


for the prosecution. -He said he saw 
H. B. Everest at the Boston office on 
July 4,1881. Alfred A. Miller was with him. 


Miller remained two or three months after that 
date, but did little or no work. He sometimes 
did not report at the office at alf. Mr. Hamilton 
was not cross-examined by the defense. 

Frank M. Beach, who has *been Secretary of 
the Vacuum Oil Company of Buffalo since 1880, 
was the next witness. He went from Titusville, 
where be was an oil broker, to work for the Va- 
cuum Company. Whilein Titusville he was at 
one time in the employ of a _ pipe line 
company, which was one of the Standard’s inter- 
ests. When subpenaed for the present trial 
Mr. Beach was requested to bring all the books 
of the company containing accounts with Alfred 
A. Miller, but when asked for the books by Mr. 

Juinby he said he had not brought 
them. “I only brought a statement of his 
account,” said Mr. Beach, *“‘ had Ibrought all of 
the Vaeum Company’s books in which his ac- 
count has been kept we should have had to hire 
atreight car. Miller was with the company a 
number of years and his coe account neces- 
sarily ran through many books. We concluded 
that a statement would answer.” 

* Did you neglect to bring these books because 
they were too heayy.or because your counsel 
said you need not bring them?’ asked Mr. 
Quinby, a bit nettled. 

“The counsel said they were too heavy,” was 
the reply. 

“T odject to this statement because I do not 
believe it is correct,” said Mr. Quinby to the 
court. After looking at the paper for afew 
moments he asked the witness: “Where is 
Miller charged with $1,000 paid to him when he 
settled with Mr. Everest in California? 

“That didn’t go on the books.” 

* Why didn’t it?’ 

‘Mr. Everest paid the money to Miller him- 
self, and it was charged to Mr. Everest’s private 
account.” 

This apparently satisfied Mr. Quinby, and he 
next called for a book which contained the min- 
utes of meetings of Directors of the Vacuum 
Oil Company. Mr. Coggeswell objected to the 
use of the book in evidence, because its contents 
were immaterial to the present case, * As to 
declarations of dividends though,” said he, 
og) | dare say there are persons in 
this court room who are anxious to know 
what they were.” The curiosity of those 
persons, whomsoever they were supposed to be, 
must have been gratified, for the court allowed 
the question to show that one of the dividends 
declared was 40 per cent. He ruled out 
the amounts of subsequent dividends. The ob- 
ject of introducing the testimony was to 
show that the five defendants participated in 
the meetings, and in the profits of the Vacuum 
Oil Company. After further unimportant testi- 
mony trom Mr. Beach in relation to the books 
and the company it wasadmitted by the defense, 
to save time, that Messrs. Rogers, McGregor, 
and Archbold did buy three-quarters of the 
Vacuum Company’s stock. 

One could have heard a pin drop after the 
name of the next witness was called. ‘ John D, 
Rockafelier, please take the stand,” said Mr, 
Quinby. That peaked-nosed man who has sat 
80 attentively, but silent, throughout the trial, 
who has been quietly pointed out to the 
curious as the possessor of $40,000,000 worth of 
this world’s goods, and as the father of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company, then took the witness chair. 

He carefully considered every. question put to 
him, and as carefully answered it. His replies 
to Mr, Quinby when joined together make a 
story in substance like this: 

“T reside in New-York City. Formerly lived in 
Cleveland. I went to New-York to reside about 10 
or 12 vearsago. It was 5 or 6 yearsago that I made 
that city my permanent home. 1am engaged in the 
oil business in Cleveland and elsewhere. 
know a corporation called the Standard Oil Com- 
pany; have known ofit since its incorporation. It 
was oruanized in the State of Ohio, and I was 


one of its incorporators. I should think 
it was incorporated carlier than 1870— 
about 20 years ago. I think it was not 
incorporated more than once in Ohio. A Standara 
Oil Company was incorporated in the States of New- 
York aud Pennsylvania, and I believe there isa 


Standard Oil Company in Kentucky. I have oc. 
cupied an office in the Ohio Company, 23 President, 
and [ now continue in that office.” 

‘What is the business of the Standard Oil Com. 
pany 7” asked Mr. Quinby. 

The business is that of refining principally, owning 
pipe lines, manufacturing barrels, and indirectly 
controlling pipe lines. Mr. Archbold was at one time 
one of the Executive Board of the Standard Oil 
Company. There is such an organization as the 
Standard Oil Trust, [objected to and overruled.) It 
is not an incorporation. It is not a copartnership. 
{t was created by an instrument in writing. 

“What is it if not a corporation or a cepartner- 

| ship?’ asked Mr. Quinby. [Objected to by Mr. 
Coggswell.] 

“What is the object of this questicn?” asked the 
court. 

“The object of the question is to show that the 

Standard Oil Trust is composed of the defendants 
and the Standard Oil Company, also all the other 
companies under the control of the Standard Oi) 
Company; that it is controlled by men known 
as Standard Oilmen, who own @ majority of the 
stock and who control in this country the manu- 
facture of ail illuminating and lubricating oil; that 
these defendants own stock in the Vacuum Oil Com. 
pany and other companies now in competition with 
the Butfalo Vacuum Oil Company,” answered Mr, 
Quinbr. 

Judge Haight—Is¥the Standard Ofi Trust a man- 
ufacturing company # 

Mr. Rockfeller—It is not, your honor. 

Mr. Quinby—Suppose, your {Honor, that we can 
show thatthe Vacuum ‘Oil Company is only one of 
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many controlled by the Standard Oil Company ; that 
the motive of that company is to have no manufact- 
uring thatis competitive to their business in this 
country. 

Judge Haight—"I will let you show how the de- 
fendants—any of them—are connected with the 
Standard Oil Company or the Standard Oil Trust,” 

“The Standard Ojl Trust is mystery anyway,” 
said Mr. Quinby. en Mr. Rockfeller answered 
the District Attorney’s questions, which strung out 
his testimony like this: 

“Mr. MeGregor is nota Trustee of the Standard 
Oil Trust; he has never been a Trustee. Neither is 
he a Director, but only a shareholder since its 


creation. Messrs. Rogers and Archbold are 
also shareholders since its creation. We 
have an Executive Committee in the 


Standard Oil Trust, who are the Trustees or custofi- 
ans of the stock of the various refining companies 
in the trusts. The stock represents property in the 
United States and small interests in other parts of 
the world.” 

Mr. Quinby—Is not the object of the Standard 
Oil Trust to control a majority of the stock of all the 
manufacturing corporations in the country which 
are engaged in’ refining petroleum oil? { bjected 
to and ne mec ee sustained, because the written con- 
pe A pe ween the corporations would be bitter evi- 

ence. 

Mr. Quinly—Was the purchase of the Vacuum 
Company stock by the defendants Rogers, Archbold, 
and McGregor @ a transaction or for the 
Standard Oil Trust ‘ 

“The stock was transferred to the trust by them 
after purchase. Some of the Trustees of the trust 
in 1881, 1882, and 1883 were: W. G. Borden, of Phila- 
delphia; Col. A. H. Payne, of Cleveland—” 

Mr. Coggswell to Mr. Quimby —I suppose you 
want to find out if any of the defendants were 
Trustees during these years} 

“Sir, you conduct your part of this lawsuit and 
let me conduct mine,” hotly replied the little Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

Mr. Rockefeller—Yes, some of these defendants 
were Trustees during these years. 


Mr. Rockefeller continued: 


“T cannot state how many corporations of which 
the defendants were stockholders are in the trust. 
IT know H. B.and C. M. Everest. I did not have 
any talk with them prior to the purchase of 
their stock by Rogers, Archbold & McGregor, 
nor did I hear any conversation in re- 

ard to that purchase prior to the sale. 

did not know that these men contemplated buying 
the Vacuum stock. I cannot state whether or not 
Mr. Archbold was President of the Atlas Oil Com- 
pany of Buffalo in 1882. I have known of that con- 
cern for five or six years. Ido not know that the 
contracts for the purchase of the Vaccum Oil Com- 
pany’s stock were recorded at the office of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company at Cleveland.” 


Mr. Rockefeller was not allowed to tell where 
9 es of the Standard Oil Trust meet. 
@ Salad: 


“IT do not recollect that the Vacuum Oil made re- 


ports to the Executive Committee of the 
trust of 1879, 1880, and 1881 of the 
business of that company. I cannot say 
that it was obligatory 


_ them so to do. 
I cannotrecall the amounts of the dividends of the 
Vacuum Oil Company of New-York, reported to the 
trust. I cannot tellhow many shares of stock in 
allare owned by the Standard Oil Trust, nor how 
many shares are owned by Messrs. Rogers, Arch- 
bold, and McGregor. 


This ended the testimony of President Rocke- 
feller. Mr. Coggswell, in cross-examination, 
tried to ask one bones a whether or not the 
stock of the old Standard Oil Company is for 
sale in the open market, but the court ruled that 
it was irrelevant, and the ene witness 
left the box apparently disgusted. 

Assistant District Attorney Marcy asked the 
court to reverse aruling made at the conclusion 
of Mitler’s testimony at the beginning of 
the trial. The jury were then told that 
the testimony of Miller could have weight 


against the Everests, but Judge Haight 
declined to change his ruling. Frank 
Brundage, for the defense, then began 


a long and strong argument for the dismissal of 
the indictment, so far as it affected the defend- 
ants Rogers, Archbold, and McGregor, the New- 
York men, on the ground that the evidence so 
far introduced, and the people having rested 
their case, tended to show that these men 
were simply stockholders of the Vacuum 
Oil Company. Not a scintilla of evidence had 
been introduced to connect them with conspira- 
cy, if any existed. Mr. Coggswell, on behalf of 
the Everests, also asked that the indictment as 
against Rogers, Archbold, and McGregor be 
dismissed, explaining that another motion on 
behalf of the;Everests would follow, and, further, 
that they were entitled to the testimony of their 
co-defendants. 

Mr. Marcy replied for the people, citing the 
law of conspiracy and numerous cases in point. 
Judge Haight directed the jury to dismiss the 
indictment as requested, no evidence hav- 


ing been introduced to show that the 
three New-Yorkers knew of the effort to 
entice Miller away, of the attempt to 


blow up the works, or, without doubt, of the in- 
tent of the false suits to injure trade and com- 
merce, three of which things had been 
charged against them. The court adjourned 
after this decision.

MURDERED AND ROBBED. 
NEW-HAVEN, Conn., May 10.—Widow 
Margaret Ernst, 72 years of age, was murdered 
in the basement of her house on Spruce-street 


early this morning. Herdead body was found 
by a milkman lying ona sofa. Her hands, feet, 
and legs were tied together with pocket hand- 
kerchiefs. A sheet had been wrapped about her 
throat and head, and her mouth gagged with a 
handkerchief. Death was caused by strangula- 
tion. There were no evidences of a struggle, 
but the bosom of her dress had been torn open 
in a search presumably for money. The furniture 
of the house had been thoroughly ransacked. 
Mrs. Ernst owned real estate valued, at $25,000, 
and frequently carried large sums of money 
about her dress. It is believed that she had 
about $400 with her yesterday, None of this 
sum could be found to-day. The police are of 
the opinion that her assailants intended only to 
rob her and that her death was due partly to an 
asthmatic difficulty. Mrs. Ernst lived im, the 
basement of her house, where she had conducted 
a saloon since the death of her third husband, 
10 years ago, and accumulated a small fortune.

TRANSCONTINENTAL RATES. 
CuicaGco, May 10.—A few days ago the 
Central Traffic Association roads and the 


trunk lines decided to accept not less than 
28 per cent. as their proportion of the regular 
through rates on transcontinental business. The 
lines between Chicago and the Missouri River 
have now also agreed, not to participate in 
transcontinental through rates at less propor- 
tions than such as woula accrue to them 
under the tariff established April 27. 
The reason assigned by the Missouri River : roads 
for taking this step is that with such rates as the 
transcontinental; roads would have to make to 
meet the water = their proportions 
of the rates would be so small as 
to leave them no profit whatever, and they will, 
therefore, be better off without any of the Cali- 
fornia through traffic. This will prevent the 
California roads from making any lower through 
rates than those established in accordance with

TWO BIG FIRMS IN CHICAGO 
SUSPEND BUSINESS. 

THE FAILURE CHIEFLY ATYRIBUTED TO 
THE ANTER-STATE COMMERCE ACT— 
LIABILITIES, $755,000. 

CuicaGo, May 10.—The inter-State com- 
merce law was the direct cause of two very 
large failures to-day, aggregating nearly $755,- 
000, [the firms being Schnabel & Co., barb wire 
manufacturers at Deering Station, IIL, 
and Sherman & Marsh, barb wire manufacturers 
at Grand Crossing, Ill The members of the 
former firm are Herman E. Schnabel and Eben J. 
Marsh as special partner, and of the latter firm 
Gen. Francis T. Sherman and Eben J. Marsh, his 
son-in-law. In both firms Noble P. Judah, alaw- 
yer, was made Assignee. Schnabel &Co. employed 
50 men and have been in existence about nine 
years, while Sherman & Marsh have been in busi- 
ness about seven years, employing 80 men. 
They worked on licenses of the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturing Company, and made money 
rapidly until recently. Then the Inter-State 
Commerce act abolisbed rebates on heavy barb 


wire shipments, which enabled other firms shi 

ping by water to sell cheaper, and as a result 
usiness dropped off entirely. There has also 

been an overproduction for about three years, 
re a consequence prices have been slaugh- 
ered. 

The immediate cause of the failure was the 
maturity of $10,000 worth of notes payable by 
Sherman & Marsh. The firm was disap- 
pointed in remittances yesterday, and there- 
fore was unable to meet its obligation. 
As each firm was =on_ the _ other’s 
paper the fall of the one pulled down both. The 
works of both firms were running up to Satur- 
day night, when they closedgdown on account of 
the scarcity of orders. 

The schedules of assets and liabilities filed in 
the County Court make the following showing.

E. J. Marsh, of Sherman & Marsh, told a re- 
porter that he had not ‘preferred the claims 
of any of the creditors, but proposed 
that they should share alike. When asked 
as to his future intentions Mr. Marsh 
said that fshould the creditors desire to 
have the tirm continue in business it would be 
glad to do so, but 1f they preferred to liquidate 
through the Assignee the firm: would make no 
fight. On the contrary, the firm would assist in 
the process of liquidation and endeavor to create 
the least possible loss to the creditors. j 

H. B. Cragin, agent for the Washburn and 
Moen Company, had had no _ intimation 
of the failure until informed by a re- 
porter. Mr. Cragin said that his firm 
had been selling to Sherman & Marsh 
for over five years. Their dealings annually bad 


run up into the hundreds of thousands, 
and he had _ frequently carried them 
for over $50,000. He had always sup- 


posed them good forany reasonable amount. 
At various times he had received statements from 
the insolvent firms showing assets of $150,000 
over liabilities. The inter-State commerce 
law he thought undoubtedly contributed 
to the difficulties of the firm. “Why,” said 
he, “the business of Washburn and 
Moen was knocked endwise for the first three or 
‘four weeks after the passage of the law, and 
only the fact that we had anticipated this state 
of affairs and made our April and May shipments 
during the month of Mareh saved us from what 
might have proved more serious consequences.”

Way was 
a good man for the road he says, but for some 
time his mind Had been unsettled because of 
domestic troubles. In the Summer of 1883 he 


was married to Genevieve Goddard, the 
daughter of a wealthy New-York broker 
who owned a summer residence’ in 


Madison. The marriage of this young station 
agent to the still younger daughter of the broker 
came about in a most singular manuer. “ Vieve” 
Goddard, as she was called in Madison, was a 
bewitching, vivacious girl who shocked the staid 
old people of the village by her unconventional 
ways andcaptured the hearts of all the young 
men who spent their Summers there. About six 
years ago a party of Hartford young men 
camped out in Madison Keach and one 
of them, a lad named Beach, who belonged toa 
rich Hartford family, fell in love with Gene- 
vieve. His attentions were not discouraged by 
the young girlnor by her parents, and an en- 
gagement followed. One day, to tease him, 
Genevieve showed Beach an envelope directed 
to her in a man’s handwriting.

He was far below her 
socially, but his attentions were encouraged, so 
the people of Madison thought, because “ Vieve” 
wanted to show Beach that she did not care for 
him, and was not sorry, ashe predicted she 
would be, 

About this time Way was the heroin an at- 
tempted train-wrecking exploit, which created 
a sensation. He had left Miss Goddard at her 
home in Madison after a moonlight ride and 
walked to East River. According to his story he 
discovered two or three men putting ties on the 
track. An express train was nearly due, 
and, single handed, he removed the ties, 
and in the encounter was wounded by 
a bullet in the arm. The express 
train was saved. There were many at the time 
who thought that Way invented the story and 
wounded himself, a ng to bé promoted by the 
railroad company and to gain favor at the God- 
dard residence. The railroad officials believed 
him, however, and he was promoted to the 
Stony Creek station. The next Winter Way and 
Genevieve Goddard eloped to New-York and 
were married. The ceremony had hardly been 

erformed before members of the Goddard fam- 
ly appeared on the scene and separated 
them. They have never lived together, and 
have never seen each other since the wedding. 
Mrs. Way rapidly —— in health and was taken 
to the Hot Springs, Ark. Way at times had been 
very despondent over the termination of his 
love affair. His brother, W. 8. Way, does not 
believe that he made away with himself, but is 
very sure he was murdered. Medical Examiner

QUEER WORK IN ASSEMBLY 


THE LIFH INSURANCE Tax 
REPEALING BILL PASSED. 
REMARKABLE CONVERSIONS OF MEMBERS 

IN A FEW HOURS—RAILROAD COM- 
MISSIONERS TO BE CONFIRMED. 
ALBANY, May 10.—The bill repealing the 
life insurance tax of 1880 and remitting a mill- 
ion of dollars in taxes which have accumulated 
against these companies failed to pass the. As- 
sembly to-day by a large majority. During the 
afternoon and early evening a most remarkable 
change of front occurred among the members. 
This evening the bill was resurrected and passed 
by an overwhelming vote. Such conversions are 
rare, and they are generally accepted as the ef- 
fect of a liberal disbursement of money. 
The Assembly witnessed a similar sight, 
equally scandalous, during the agitation of the 
New-York Gas bills in 1884 
At the morning session the chief advocate of 
this repealing act was Bell Telephone Erwin. 
At the evening session Mr. Baker, of Steuben, 
assumed the helm. Neither of these gentlemen 
ever expect to be returned to the Assembly. ( 
Mr. Erwin was especially vehement in his 
advocacy of the bill and his denunciation 
of its opponents in the morning. The life im 
surance companies he classed with banks and 
benevolent and charitable institutions, They 
should, he believed, be encouraged, and should 
be relieved of taxes. Twenty-five thousand policy 
payers had petitioned for the repeal of this ob- 
noxious law. He grew abusive as he proceededand 
slurrea the newspaper men, @ very foolish pro 
ceeding for one whose record cannot be fully

He real- 
ized that here was $1,000,000 due the & 
and he did not feel asif the companies 
be wholly relieved of their legal obligation to 
pay this indebtedness. It would be like put 
ting hands into the State Treasury and 
out $1,000,000 to pass suchabill. He: 
to remind Mr. Erwin that the farmers o 3 
district suffer more by the imposition of taxes 
than the favored class who can afford to 
for life insurance. The poor men whom Mr, 
Erwin talked about were not the ones 
invested in these large concerns. They 
vested in the co-operative companies. He 
therefore proposed to exempt this class of com- 
panies from the payment oftaxes. Mr. Saxton 
offered as a substitute for Mr. Erwin’s bill the 
compromise bill drawn by Controller C hapin, 
which, as the Controller told the roy ure 
some time ago, will secure about $500,000 of 
these back taxes to the State. This compromise 
Treads as follows:

Mr, Kruse also stoutly opposed the bill. He 
had been over the records for its history while 
before the Legislature of 1880. He had found 
that it was prepared and submitted by a special 
committee, that its provisions were concewn 
good, and that Gov. Cornell, after ar Ea 
back once for an amendment, had signed it. . 
Kruse took the ground that the life insuranco 
companies being an exceptionally favored and 
fortunate class, could afford to pay their taxes, 
and they ought to be compelled to. Mr. McEvoy 
insisted that concerns that can afford to pay 
salaries of $25,000 can alford to pay their debts. 
In behalf of the companies on the other hand 
spoke Gen. Curtis, Chairman of the Insurance 
Committee, and Mr. Baker, of Steuben.

Notwithstanding the fact that the bill in this 
shape threw off half a million dollars in taxes, 
Mr. Erwin and his insurance allies were notsatis- 
tied. They all voted against it and it was lost by 
3l yeas to 57 nays. There was a great deal of 
dodging on this measure, especially among the 
New-York and Brooklyn members. It was plain 
that every wire had been pulled except one to 
muster a strong column for Mr. Erwin to lead. 

That one wire seemed to have beex vigorously 
handled between 2 o’clock, when the mo 
reunion was concluded, and 9 o’ciock this even- 
ing. A rigid investigation might show who did 
the work. Mr. Baker got up and moved to re- 
consider the vote by which the Saxton sub- 
stitute was lost at the morning On. 
The Speaker loaned his valuable service to 
the occasion. The motion was put and carried 
by a vote of 71 to 30. It then became evident 
that the working of the one wire had not been in 
vain. As soon as the reconsideration had been 
ordered Steersman Baker sang out: 

“T now move that the bill be restored to the 
shape in which 1t was reported to the House by 
the Ways and Means Committee.” 

This meant the complete! annihilation of the 
substitute offered by Mr. Saxton and adopted 
earlier in the day. Mr. Cole got in an explana- 
tion repudiating the bill notwithstanding the 
fact that he had introduced it. Mr. Arnold and 
others wanted to protest against the motion of 
Mr. Baker,but this gentleman applied the gag,and 
with the aid of the column led by Mr. Erwin m 
the morning and the new recruits drummed u 
by somebody in sowe mysterions manner, chief 
ly from{ among the morning’s dodgers, cut off 
all further debate. The motion was carried by 
71 to 30. Then the billin its original state, de- 
priving the State of $1,000,000 in back taxes, 
was passed by the countrymen and city members 
who are wont to talk about protecting the *in- 
terests of the people.” 

The action ot Mr. Baker’s associates was too 
suspicious to escape condemnation altozether. 
Mr. Arnold said the bill was bad enough, 
even in the form of .the substitute drawn 
by the Controller, .lt was even worse than 
ever. He wanted to know where the 
insurance companies have been these 
five years that they had not insisted upon hav- 
ing “justice” done them long ago. Some~ 
body answered that they were probably 
waiting for the appearance of some such @ 
combination as exists in the Assembly this Win- 
ter. Mr. Krusefwas very pointed in his remarks. 
“ This ig a remarkable change,” said he, looking 
around the House. ‘The motions urade by Mr. 
Baker to reconsider and to enforce the previous 
question have indeed wrought a wonderful 
change, Iam opposed tothe bill. [believe that 
a Legislature which votes to remit $1,000,000 
of taxes, is doing a wrong act. Itis to me some- 
what remarkable that those gentlemen who 
were orying for the poor polisy-holders have 
not taken into consideration the one little fact 
that these holders are compelled to paz hand- 
some salaries to the officers of their imsurance 
companies.” Mr. Saxton said: “This is a very 
bad bill. I know of nothing that has chan. 
my opinion of it since this morning.” 

It seemed to be absolutely necessary that some 
friend of the insuranc ——— should say @ 
word in defense of the bill, Speaker Husted filled 
the breach thus: “In the years 1880 and 188 
the bills relating to taxing corporations became 
laws. The domina’ sentiment in their dis-

should not be taxed. From that time

Senators Comstock, Knapp, Kel- 
logg, and Smith dissent from the report, and it 
is understood that Mr. Parker will not vote for 
the bill, although he agreed to itsreport. In 
order to make sure ot Mr. McMillan’s vote his 
amendment was accepted at the last moment.

The seventh section was 
also stricken out. It repealed all laws in- 
consistent with the previsions of the bill, and it 
Ww poprehended that if it became a law it 
might disturb the laws generally against gam- 
bling.

Senators McMillan, Hoysradat, 
and Coggeshall will also support it, but no one 
yet knows where the necessary three more Re- 
publican votes needed to passit are to come 
trom. Its friends, however, have not given up 
hopes of seeing the bill passed. 

Mr. Erwin’s Hotel Fire Escape bill was passed 
in the Senate by a vote of 19 to 9. It was 
amended 80 as to apply to the entire State, New- 
York included, and the New-York delegation 
voted solidly against it in consequence. Mr. 
Daly in particular urged that the precautions of 
the seme greyed Departments againstf{hotel 
fires, as well as precautions adopted by hotel 
proprietors themselves, were ample, but he was 
overridden by the rural vote. The only 
exception made in the bill is in favor 
ef fireproof hotels. All others are 
required to have in every lodging room above 
the ground floor a rope three-fourths of an inch 
thick, reaching co the ground, and properly fast- 
ened by an iron hook or eye, in plain sight of the 
occupant. Notice of the existence of the ropes 
must be placed allthrough hotels, andin July 
and January itis made the duty of Fire De- 
partment officers to inspect the ropes and see 
that they are inorder. The maximum penalty 

for violating the law is one year’s imprisonment 
and $1,000 fine. There is no minimum. The bill 
goes to the Assembly for conourrence in the 
Senate amendments, and is very likely to be 
killed in that body through mancuvres. 

Two of Senator Dunham’s bills desired by the 
authorities passed the Senate. One provides 
that the expense of flagging and repairing side- 
walks, curbstones, and laying crosswalks shall 
be assessed on property benefitted. The other 
empowers the Commissioner of Public Works 
and President of the Park Commission to ap- 
point inspectors to supervise the relaying of 
pavements by corporations whose operations 
necessitate a disturbance of pavements. These 
corporations are also required to give bonds to 
restore pavements to proper order, and the two 
authorities named are given authority to refuse 

rmita for disturbing the pavements between 

ec, 1 and April 15. 

Mr. Hamilton’s Police Sergeants’ bill, with Mr. 
Murphy’s amendment including the Detective 
Sergeants, passed the Senate this morning. By 
concurrent action of the Police Board and the 
Board of Estimate it fixes the salaries of these 
officers between the limits of $1,600 and $2,200. 
Mr. Dunham stated that the Police Commission- 
era were unanimously against the bill, and if the 
minimum waé stricken out he would support 
the bill. 

A curious bill of Senator Worth’s passed the 
Senate in a drowsy hour this morning. It is an 
amendment to the General Manufacturing act of 
1848, and provides that in corporations organ- 
ized under that act *‘ any stockholder who owns 
one-third or more of the capital stock of the 
company, and receives votes representing at 
least one-third of the shares of such capital 
stock, shall, if he so elect, be one of the Trustees, 
and,if he require it, he shall also be chosen 
either President or Treasurer of the company, 
as the Trustees may elect; and when any vacan- 
cy shall happen among the Trustees, by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, it shall be filled for 
the remainder of the year in such manner as 

may be provided for by the by-laws of said com- 
pany.” i 

Mr. Youngman’s Annual Registration bill 
passed the Senate to-day and goes to the Assem- 
bly for concurrence in numerous formal amend- 
ments. The bill provides that in all cities of 
over 16,000 inhabitants andin abutting towns 
boards of registry shall meet on the Tuesdays 
four weeks, two weeks, and one week preceding 
each November election for the registration of 
voters. In intent it is an application of the 
New-York registry law to other oities of the 
State. The origin is in the frequent registration 
fraudsin Albany and Troy, which have no an- 
nual registration of voters, 

The Senate adopted the resolution of the con- 
ference committee in favor of tinal adjournment 
on Tuesday, May 24. The resolution also pro- 

vides for sessions all day on the preceding Sat- 
urday and Monday. In order to avoid these 


sessions, Mr. Raines tried to secure a postpone- 
ment of the finaladjournment until the follow- 
ing Thursday, May 26, but he was defeated, 
and Mr. Low was beaten in the effort to fix the 
date at Saturday, May 21. 

Both Senate and Assembly gave fcrmal recog- 
nition of the presence of United States Senator 
Frank Hiscock to-day. The Assembly took a re- 
cess, and the members were introduced to him, 
In the Senate he was conducted to the chair of 
the presiding officer, where he delivered the 
Senators a speech of exactly one minute’s length, 
thanking them for the oflice which they in com- 
mon with the Assembly had given him. 

The Sevate to-night, by a vote of 17 to 10, 
ordered to a third reading the McIntyre bill, 
with Senator Pierce’s cable road rider. The bill 
simply legalizes the steal of 76 miles of the 
streets of New-York by the cable company, with 
the connivance of the Board of Aldermen in 
1885. The Court of Appeals, some months ago,de- 
prived the cable company of legal existence by 
refusing to reverse the decision of the Supreme 
Court, which declined to confirm the report of 
the Cable Commissioners. In effect the decision 
of the Court. of Appeals states that the Commis- 
sioners overreached themselves and grabbed too 
much. Judge Rappallo, who wrote the decision, 
Was an interested spectator at to-night’s d-bate, 
and Assemblyman Mulry, whose effort to 
resuscitate the company failed in the 
lower house, was also present. The burden of 
Gelenes of the bill was undertaken by ex-Cable 
Commissioner Traphagen and Senator Pierce, 
whose law partner, Mr. Robert Sewell, is counsel 
for the cable company, with occasional assist- 
ance from the Platt Senators, Messrs. Coggeshall, 
Vedder, and Low. Senator John Smith mani- 
fested a keen interest in the fate of the measure, 
and talked ‘** Constitution, equity, and justice” 
ad nauseam, 

The opposition to the bill was led by Senator 
Hendricks, who secured the adoption of an 
amendment providing that the company shall 
pay the city 3 per cent. of its gross receipts for 
the first five years, and 5 per cent. thereafter. 
He offered an amendment requiring the 
company to secure the consent of property own- 
ers and the city authorities, befure the company 
ma begin operations; but this was voted down 
with ashout. The bill was finally ordered to a 
third reading by the following vote:

The Platt Senators stood solidly by the bill, 
Senator Fassett being the only exception. He 
was absent making a Land League speech at 
Elmira. When the bill was first called 
up Senator McMillan received a summons 
from the Assembly to attend the fate 
of a Buffalo cemetery bill, but after 
the result had been declared he was once again 
in his seat. The present ny ok! of the cable 
schemers is to pass the bill to-morrow morning 
before the metropolitan press is awake to the 
impending adoption of the measure, To-night’s 
vote shows that enough Senators are already 
pledged to the bill to pass it by a comfortable 
majority. 

The Republican Senators at their caucus this 
afternoon decided to confirm the nominations of 
Isaac V. Baker, Jr., and William E. Rogers as 
Railroad Commissioners, and Gen, Austin 
Lathrop for Prison Superintendent, in the place 
of Mr. Baker. This decision was practically 
unanimous, the only Senators who dissented, 
and they only in a ect creme! manner, being 
Messrs. Low, Coggeshall, Connelly, and Kuapp. 
Not all of these were united at any time, Senator 
Knapp, for instance, voting for Mr. Baker’s con- 
tirmation, but against the confirmation of Mr. 
Rogera who succeeds John O'Donnell, a resident 
of his district. It was decided that all three 
nominations should be confirmed in open Senate 
to-morrow. These are prebably the only nomi- 
nees of the Governor who will be fortunate 
enough to be confirmed by this Senate. At least, 
itis safe to say that none of the Quarantine 
ring will be disturbed. It is hinted that the 
Governor will, upon the adjournment of the 
Legislature, look into the stories against Rag 
Officer Smith, with a view to suspending him. 

The Assembly has passed the Burns Dill, re- 
oe the gas companies of Yonkers and of the 

wenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards of New- 
York to furnish gas at not more than $1 60 per 
thousand. The Yonkers companies furnish 
those two wards with the greater portion of 
their gas. 

A committee of New-York policemen, com- 
rising Superintendent Murray, Inspectors 

yrnes and Steers, and Capt. Williams, were here 
to-day to urge the passage of a bill permitting 
each policeman to contribute one-twelfth of 2 
per cent. of his salary every month for the pur- 
pose of creating = peoeey fund. Mr. Hamilton 
will introduce the bill to-morrow. The bill is the 
result of a compromise between the Commission- 
ers of Police andthe men. The Commissioners 
had a clause inserted in it, repealing a portion 
of met law, compelling the retirement of 
men of 20 years’ service. Mr. Hamilton will 
strike this out» @ proceeding which will 
be entirely agreeable to the uniformed force, 
The same mandatory clause to which the Police 
Commissioners object was contained in a bill 
of Mr. Henry’s relating to the Fire Depart- 
ment which passed the Assembly to-night. 

The Assembly has reconsidered and passed 
the Dunham bill repealing the Methodist Epis- 
copal property law of 1885.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVEN- 
TION BILL DEAD. 


THE NATURAL RESULT OF JUGGLING 


WITH THE MEASURE FOR PARTISAN 
PURPOSES—TEXT OF THE’ VETO. 
ALBANY, May 10.—As was expected, Gov. 


Hill has vetoed the Arnold Constitutional Con- 
vention bill, which the Republicans have been 
juggling with all Winter. 
they thrust the holding of the convention over 
into a Presidential year, which would manifest- 
ly be a very improper time. The Governor’s 
course will be commended by those who have 
given the subject a tair consideration. 
politicians and the organsof the grand old party

or’s veto is as follows: 


STATE OF NEW-YORK, EXECUTIVE CRAMER, } 
ALBANY, May 10, 1887. 
To the Assembly: 


Assembly Bill No, 1,014, entitled “An act to pro- 
vide for a convention to revise and amend the Con- 


stitution,” is herewith returned without approval. 


My chjectons are as follows: 
ret—The bill postpones holding a Constitutional 
Conventionjuntil next year. The people having voted 


last Fall by an pelea rnpag | majority in favor of a 
™m 


convention, it became the perative duty of the 
present Legislature to provide for holding such con- 
vention during this year, This course was not only 
required by the spirit of the Constitution, but was 
sanctioned by pews and demanded by every 
consideration of propriety. The action of the Legis- 
lature in delaying the passage of this measure until 
the closing days of the session, and the determina- 
tion that the convention should not be held until an- 
other year seems to be in direct defiance to the will 


of the people and without precedent in the history of 
the State, 


Second—The bill contemplates a partisan conven- 
tion by making no provision for the representation 
of other than the two principal political parties of 
the State. This was not what the people demanded 
or expected. It provides for only one delegate from 
each Assembly district, and for 32 delegates at 
large, in effect, to be equally divided between the 
two amigo political parties. It makes no other 
ob sions fora minority representation. It there- 

y virtually excludes from membership the repre- 
sentatives of the element of organized labor and of 
prohibition, who should properly be afforded an op- 
portunity of participating in the work of such a con- 
vention. My views on the subject were expressed 
in my annual message as follows: 

“It is believed that so far as is possible the various 
interests in the State should be represented in the 
convention, which should include not only adher-. 
ents of the two principal Pee parties, but prom- 
inent representatives of the prohibition, license, 
woman suffrage, labor reform, and anti-monopoly 
sentiments, a8 well as those identified with any 
other special interest of importance desiring changes 
in the organic law of the State, thereby rendering it 
emphatically a people’s convention as contemplated 
by the Constitution. For this purpose it is deemed 
advisable that as many delegates be elected from the 
State at large as may be practicable, and experience 
seems to show that this method will be more likely 
to secure a better class of delegates than the district 
system.” It is to be regretted that these suggestions 
have been entirely disregarded or ignored in forming 
this measure. 


Third—It provides for the election of delegates at 
the annual election next November, rather than at 
aspecial election. This will inevitably cause the 
selection of delegates to be complicated with par- 
tisan considerations, and will be less wey to in- 
sure a representative body possessin he full 
and entire confidence of the people. Constitu- 
tional Convention is not the proper field for securing 
mere party advantage. The people do not desire a 
strict partisan convention, nor will they counte- 
nance any effort to engraft upon the Constitution 
the mere political dogmas of any partisan organiza- 
tion. The ablest, best, and purest men in the State 
should be selected for the work of such a@ conven- 
tion, regardless of teen considerations or party 
predilections. Such aresult, however, is impossible 
under the provisions of this bill where the election 
of delegates would be necessarily complicated with 
the annual State aud local elections. Instead of 
the selection of the best qualified representatives 
the highest character and abil- 


would be strong. politically speaking, the effect 


would be to bring together a convention composed 
not ofthe strongest, but of second-rate men, from 
the respective Assembly districts. 


Such considerations as I have mentioned have not 
been without weight with other Legislatures, and 
the selection of delegates for all preceding Constitu- 


tional Conventions held in this State was made at 
special elections held apart from general elections. 


This.was so for the conventions of 1806, 1821, 1846, 


and 1367. The only argument or excuse which has 
been advanced for this unprecedented action on 
the part of the 
postponement of the election to November the ex- 
pense of a special election would be avoided. 
expense is nothing when compared with the impor- 
tance of the subject. But even if it were, this bill, by 
its very terms, refutes that argument of economy. 


resent Legislature is that by the 
That 


By section 11 an appropriation of $820,000 is made 
to pay the expenses of the convention of 1888. The 


act for the convention of 1867 made an appropria- 


tion of only $250,000. Kxactly where the argument 
of economy can be advanced side by side with an in- 


crease in the appropriation of $70,000 I am unable 
to perceive. 


This bill also directs that the convention shall 
meet in the Assembly Chamber, in the Capitol, in 


January, 1888, a time at which the Legislature will, 


in the ordinary course of events, also be in session. 
True, it allows adjournment to such place within the 
State as the convention may decide upon, and an. 
thorizes the rental of a proper place in which the 
convention shali hold its sittings. But there is no 
hall in the State suitably located which can be ob- 
tained without large expense. Possibly the in- 
creased appropriation of $70,000 is intended to meet 
this unnecessary increase in expense. With fine 
and suitable rooms in the Capitol, which has already 
costmany millions of dollars, standing unused dur. 
ing seven months in the year, I am sure that the 
people of the State would not look with favor upon 
the expenditure of $70,000, or any considerable part 
thereof, in securing accommodation for a convention 
which might more properly meet during the months 
when the Legislature is not in session. 


Fourth—It provides for or permits submission to 
the people of the proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution at the general election in 1888. Atthat 
election a President of the United States is to be 
chosen, All other questions become minor and are 
inevitably lost sight of ina campaign conducted 
upon national issues. The greater must overshadow 
the less, and calm, dispassionate discussion of 
amendments to the organic law of the State, even 
though they werein reality of the utmost concern 
to its future welfare, would be impossible, Atleast 
this has been the experience of the past, and our 
political activities have not so changed as to lead to 
the belief that the future would show a different re- 
sult. The probabilities are that whether the work 
of the convention were accepted or rejected 
by the people at’ such election the sober, second 
thonght of the calmer political years succeeding 
would condemn the unthoughtful conclusion so far 
as constitutional questions were concerned of the 
year 1888. 


Fifth—The basis of representation proposed for the 

convention is grossly partisan and unjust. Fair- 
minded men will concede that such a convention 
ought to represent the majority of the people of the 
State. It, at least, should not represent the minori- 
ty of the people to the exclusion of the majority. 
Yet the practical effect of this measure is to accom- 
plish just the latter result. The delegates (other 
than a few delegates at large) are to be chosen by 
Assembly districts éstablished under an apportion. 
ment made in 1879, which was based upon an enu- 
meration made 12 years ago. Noone pretends that 
that apportionment is fairor just at the present 
time. Its glaring inequalities cannot be justi- 
fied or excused. It is maintained only by 
the persistent refusal of the Legislature to provide 
for a new enumeration and reapportionment in ac. 
cordance with the express commands of the Consti- 
tution. Under the present inequitable apportion. 
ment of Assembly districts St. Lawrence County, 
with only 86,000 population, would have three delo- 
gates in the convention, while Orange County, with 
over 88,000 population, and Queens County, with 
over 90,000 population, would only be entitled to 
two delegates each. Other counties exhibit similar 
instances of unfairness. Tha Assembly districts 
in the great Counties of Kings and New- 
York show an average of about 20,000 population 
more than the average of an equal number 
of districts in the interior of the State. Yet this 
measure provides for the election of delegates in ac- 
cordance With this partial and inequitable basis of 
representation. The latest apportionment of the 
State was made in 188%, based upon the Federal cen- 
sus, and its fairness has never been questioned. 
There was no difficulty in providing for the election 
of delegates from the Congressional districts. A cer- 
tain number could be chosen from each district and 
provision could easily be made for a proper minority 
representation. This ee be was early brought to 
the attention of the Legislature, in January last, in 
my annual message, wherein it was stated as fol- 
lows: 
** Ttis assumed that in a matter of such vast con- 
sequence and importance asa revision of the Con- 
stitution there will be no endeavor to obtain any 
supposed political or partisan advantage by a re- 
fusal to permit the people of tho State to be fairly 
and equitably represented in their own Constitu- 
tional Convention according to the last enumbration 
and apportionment of its inhabitants.” 


The delegates to the Constitutional Convention of 
1867 were not selected by Assembly districts, and, 
although they were so chosen for the earlier conven- 
tions, yet fair and equitable apportionments of the 
Assembly districts jad immediately preceded thé 
holding of such conventions, while now there has 
not been an Assembly apportionment in 12 years. 
There are many minor defects in the bill, but these 
itis not deemed necessary to discuss. The objec- 
tions stated are suificient, I believe, to lead sub- 
atautially all the people of the State to the same con- 
clusion as that which the more reputable portion of 
the press of the State has already arrived—namely, 
that the bill was urged as a partisan measure, that 
its passage was secured only under caucus pressure, 
and that its essential provisions are in open disre- 
gard of the general interests of the State. 


The alternative is presented to the Executive 
either to allow this imperfect and unsatisfactory 
bill to become law or by the imposition of his veto 
to assume the risk that no other act for a convention 
will be passed by this Legislature. My duty to the 
State excludes the former alternative, and as to the 
latter, I am of the belief that there 19 yet ample time 
for the Legislature to prepare a proper bill. If no 
such disposition effectively manifests itself another 
Legislature, with a higher sense of its responsi- 
bility to the State, can perform the neglected 
duty. In order to afford this Legislature every 
opportunity for farther deliberate action in this im- 
portantgmatter I have pct aside the multitude of 
bills previously received and awaiting my action, 
and have carefully considered this one. It is 
promptly returned for such further consideration as 
its importance demands. The conclusion at which I 
have arrived I delieyG fairly represents the general 
sentiment of the State. 

The newspaper pie that usually so faithfully 
announces political opinion does not advocate this 
measure in its present shape; the people do not 
want it, and, in fact, hardiy any one outside of the 
Legislature and not blinded by party zeal has ever 
even assumed to believe that it could receive Exacu- 
tive approval DAVID B. HILL.

Severe colds had weakened him and pleurisy sat in. 
Sunday he was pronounced on the road to recovery, 
but that night he fell into a faint and died suddenly. 


Col. Abrakain Edwards died suddenly at At. 
lantic Highlands, N. J., yesterday, of heart disease, 


He had just returned fromatrip to Red Bank on 
business. Col. Edwards served under Gen, Wads- 
worth during the war as Quartermaster, and was 
wourded several times. He was born in Harris- 
burg, Penn., in 1820, and in 1843 he married Miss 
Isabelia Buffington. Mrs. Edwards and a daughter, 
the wife of the newly elected Lieutenant-Governor, 
Samuel Honey, of Khode Island, survive him, At 
the close of the war he was appointed by President 
Johnson United States Commissioner of Confiscated 
Lands in Alabama, and won the esteem and respect 
of the Southern people for his kindness in allowing 
them time to redeem their lands. Col. Edwards was 
a life-long Christian and a leading temperance man. 
His funeral took place l@&t evening, and the body 
will be taken to Harrisburg to-day for burial. 


Gen, Aaron Fletcher Stevens died at his home 
in Nashua, N. H., yesterday morning from kidney 


difficulty arising from wounds received in the battle 
before Petersburg. He was one of the most noted 
and highly esteemed public men of Southern New. 
Hampshire. He was born Aug. 9,1819,in Derry, 
but in early lite removed to Peterborough, N, Hi., 
where he secured an academic education. In 1845 
he was admitted to the Bar and became tho leading 
criminal lawyer of Hillsborough County. He was a 
member of the Whig National Convention which 
nominated Gen. Scott for the Presidency in 1852, 
and served in Congress from 1867 to 1871. During 
the war he was Major of the First New-Hampshire 
Regiment and was subsequently appointed Colonel 
of the Thirteenth New-Hampshire Regiment. For 
rallantry he was appointed Brigadier-General of 
Jnited States Volunteers by brevet. 
widow. 
Brevet Major-Gen. Henry F, Clarke died 
in Washington yesterday in the 67th year of his age. 


He was anative of Pennsylvania, from which State 
he entered the Military Academy on July 1, 1839. 
In the Mexican war he served in nearly all of the 
rincipal engagements, was wounded at Molino del 
Rey and promoted to a First Lieutenancy. At the 
storming of Chapultepec he was made Brevet 
Captain for gallant and meritorious conduct, Upon 
the breaking out of the rebellion he served first 
as Chief of the Commissariat of the Department of 
Florida, where he was engagéd in the defense of 
Fort Pickens from April 19 to May $1, 1861. From 
July 2, 1861, to Jan. 8, 1864, he was Chief of the 
Commissariat of the Army of the Potomac. He 
was afterward Purchasing Commissary at_New- 
York and in charge of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment in Connecticut, New-York, and New-Jersey, 
For gallant services he was on March 13, 1865, 
made a Brevet Major-General. He continued in 
service in the Subsistence Department until Nov. 9, 
1884, when he was retired.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
forto-day, in this city, warmer, fair weather, 
variable winds. 


The-Cantor amendment to the Consoli- 
dated act, which passed the Assembly on 
Thursday last by a vote of 80 to 23, passed 
the Senate yesterday by a vote of 18 to 7. 
This authorizes the Mayor, “‘in his discre- 
tion and subject to such regulations and 
restrictions as he may determine,” to permit 
wine, beer, and liquors to be sold “‘ while 
concerts, consisting of vocal or instrumental 
music only, are being given in a place duly 
licensed by him,” and having, also, a 
license from the Excise Commissioners 
for such sale. This puts in the 
hands of the Mayor complete power 
to determine the character of the places 
which are to be allowed to furnish music 
and drinks. Hecan be trusted to exercise 
ittin behalf of reputable places only, and to 
see that they remain so, as he may revoke 
his permission at any time and make his 
own regulations for the exercise of the 
privilege. Equal promptness ought to be 
shown in relieving hotels and respectable 
restaurants from the narrow construction 
of the excise law which prevents them 
from serving their customers with drinks at 
their meals on Sunday. A 


The behavior of the Senate in ordering to 
wthird reading, by a vote of 17 to 10, the 
MeIntyre bill with Senator PIrRcE’s amend- 
ment reviving the defunct and odious cable 
concern begets a strong suspicion that 
money in substantial sums has been used by 
the cable lobbyists at Albany. The passage 
of: the bill would confirm this suspicion, 
for’ it is inconceivable that a legislative 
body should resort to the “railroading” 
process with such a notoriously bad bill from 
any other motive than a desire to secure 
and fairly earn a promised bribe. 


By the operation of the new law known 
asthe Indian Severalty act millions ofacres 
now set apart forthe use of Indian tribes 
will eventually be released for the use of 
white settlers. Fortunately the law con- 
tains provisions which, if enforced, will 
give this land to actual settlers and keep it 
out of the hands of speculators and thieves. 
The law says that no patent for a quar- 
ter section of it shall issue except to -a 
person who has taken it for a homestead, 
and only after the land shall have been oc- 
cupied as a homestead for five years. This 
is a very important restriction. The prin- 
ciple which it embodies would now govern 
the distribution of all public lands if the 
Senate had not by devious methods pre- 
vented the enactment of the House bill re- 
pealing the pre-emption, timber culture, 
and désert land laws, 

It was difficult to account for the decision 
in the Maxwell land grant case, except upon 
the theory that the Government’s case was 
neither earnestly nor thoroughly presented. 
The Land Office now asks that the Attor- 
ney-General shall be requested to file a 
motion for reargument upon the ground 
‘that new evidence has been discov- 
ered, and also for the reason, as 
alleged, that the decision was not war- 
yanted by evidence heretofore available 
which is supposed to have been laid before 

the courts. If the Government can show 

that this notorious grant, covering a dis- 

‘trict almost as large as the two States of 
‘Delaware and Rhode Island, was expanded 
‘from 96,000 acres to 1,714,764 acres by 
‘fraud it should not fail to do so, either in 


that course be open, or by a vigorous prose- 
cution of the separate suit in New-Mexico. 
LILIES REET EE TBS LIT RTS ts YE LT 

Some of the hotel keepers have applied to 
an eminent lawyer for his opinion upon 
their right to serve their guests with in- 
toxicating liquors on Sunday. His opinion 
contains a remarkable and subtle distinc- 
tion. The act, he says, prohibits the sale 
or gift of wines or liquors “as a bev- 
erage.” What, he inquires, did the 
Legislature mean by these words? 
“Clearly they could have but one 
meaning—that the articles were not to be 
disposed of merely ‘as a beverage.’ But 
when taken as part of a meal, as drink with 
food, as an element in the normal life of the 
individual, their disposal was not prohibit- 
ed.” Another eminent lawyer, the Cor- 
poration Counsel, in fact, has given 
an opinion directly opposite to this, 
and we should not advise the hotel keep- 
er to rely on it and to evade the 
law trusting to its protection.

The mission of Mr. WILLIAM O’BRIEN to 
expose Lord LANSDOWNE in Canada has 
not begun auspiciously. The spectacle of 
the passengers of a fog-bound steamer just 
outside New-York Harbor divided into two 
cheering and hooting groups—one cheering 
O’BRIEN and Ireland and the other LANs- 
DOWNE and the Queen—is not at all seemly, 
nor does the reference of Mr. O’BRIEN to the 
smaller group as “‘cowards” augur very well 
for his discretion. Yet his task is one 
that requires an unusual discretion. He 
goes to Canada for the express purpose of 
‘showing up” its Governor-General. The 
substance of the charges he is to bring 
against Lord LANSDOWNE is given in our 
news columns. They arecharges of cruelty, 
extortion, and bad faith. If they are made 
out they will injure him very seriously, 
though it is not altogether clear in what 
way the injury to him is to become 
a benefit to the cause of Ireland. 
If they are stated by Mr. O’BrIEn 
coolly and temperately, and the evi- 
dence in support of them adduced, his 
right to bring them is not likely to be chal- 
lenged in Canada. If, however, they are 
so made as to excite the passions of Irish 
assemblies in Canada, and to threaten 
violence, Mr. O’BRreN will incur a very 
graveresponsibility. By exciting atthesame 
time the excitable and sympathetic Irish 
populationonthis side of the border he will 
run the risk of bringing on collisions 
that may give rise to international compli- 
cations.

The 
suspicion that he intends to bring about 
such a state,of things, should he give any 
ground for that suspicion, would alienate 
the sympathy of every loyal American citi- 
zen, native or foreign born, not indeed from 
his cause, but from his method of conduct- 
ing it and from him personally. 


THE GOVERNOR IS RIGHT. 

The Republican members of the Legisla- 
ture in their treatment of the Constitutional 
Convention question have disregarded the 
clearly expressed will of the people of this 
State and :given the Governor an opportu- 
nity to administer to them a scathing and 
well deserved rebuke. Every one of his ob- 
jections to the bill which they have passed 
will be sustained by fair-minded citizens of 
all parties. The delay in passing the bill 
and the postponement of the convention to 
next year may not in themselves bea reason 
for the veto, as it is hardly practicable now 
to retrieve that error, but it is a legitimate 
ground for severe criticism. The sentiment 
in favor of having the convention held this 
year was almost universal and the reasons 
for such a course were obvious, but that 
plan has been defeated from motives far 
below the level of respectable partisanship. 
It has been done to serve the ends of polit- 
ical sharpers. 

The second and fifth of the Governor’s 
statements of his reasons for disapproving 
the bill are closely related. The provisions 
for the election of delegates were grossly 
partisan and unfair. It is no answer to the 
Governor's remarks about the inequality 
of representation by Assembly districts that 
he is responsible for the defeat of a new 
enumeration and apportionment. That re- 
sponsibility was pretty evenly divided 
between the Governor and the Legislature 
of two years ago, but the-old census con- 
troversy had no pertinency to the question 
of electing delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention. The inequality of the dis- 
tricts exists and affords a reason for putting 
the representation on some other basis. 
But the bill not only rested it on the Assem- 
bly districts, but made no provision for any 
minority representation, except as it would 
evenly divide the delegates at 
tween the two parties. It gave no oppor- 
tunity for the representation of third 
parties and its main purpose was to secure 

a partisan convention controlled by Repub- 
liean politicians. 

3ut the worst features of the bill were 
those which provided for the election of 
delegates at the next regular election, the 
holding of the convention in the early part 
of next year, and the submission of the re- 
vised Constitution to a vote at the election 
of 1888. Gov. HILL points out very forci- 
bly the objection to electing delegates at 
the regular election. Every effort should 
be made to secure for the work of the con- 
vention the ablest and best citizens of the

Convention should be held when it was 
occupied, and when other quarters would 
have to be hired at large expense, where 
the library and records of the Capitol would 
be inaccessible to the delegates. But worst 
of all was the plan for submitting the amend- 
ments toa vote at the time of the Presi- 
dential election. The option of a special 
election earlier in the year did not improve 
the case, for by the time the work of the 
convention was completed the Presidential 
canvass would be under way, and an earlier 
election would receive little attention. The 
questions afid issues presented in the re- 
vision of the Constitution would be inevi- 
tably swamped and overwhelmed in the 
agitations of the national canvass. They 
would receive no proper attention, and the 
proposed changes would be either adopted 
or rejected without proper consideration. 
The chances are that they would be reject- 
ed, as the safer course, without reference to 
their merits. 

The Republicans of the Legislature have 
brought about a situation which makes it 
practically impossible to carry out the man- 
date of the people for a revision of the Con- 
stitution before 1889. They have deliber- 
ately made up a case which enables the 
Governor to give them a pointed and em- 
phatic rebuke, with the general applause of 
the people of the State. They have fur- 
nished the strongest of reasons for taking 
the control of the Legislature from their 
party at the earliest opportunity. What- 
ever political capital is to be made by their 
performance will accrue to the Governor 
and his party in the State. A more stupid 
exhibition of partisan folly and political 
incapacity is hardly conceivable. 

AN EXTRA SESSION. 

The feeling that is very general in finan- 
cial circles that the constant accumulation 
of money in the Treasury of the United 
States threatens a disturbance to the 
money market is not unreasonable, but it 


would be easy to yield too much impor-. 


tance to it. The course of the revenues 
and the means open to the Govern- 
ment to dispose of them are matters 
that have received grave consideration 
from those who are under the most 
direct responsibility regarding them. They 
are not novel. It was as easy to see in 
March last, when Congress adjourned, as it 
is now, what would be the consequences to 
the country, just entering upon a period of 
renewed prosperity, if artificial constric- 
tion in the money market should ensue 
from the steady influx of unnecessary reve- 
nues into the Treasury. And the question 
of how this should be permanently prevent- 
ed has been carefully studied from that time. 

It is generally understood that no ade- 
quate remedy can be had without legisla~ 
tion, and that no adequate legislation can 
be had unless Congress be called together 
earlier than it would, in the ordinary course, 
convene. A session begun in December 
would accomplish nothing before March. 
The month of December would be devoted 
to organizing the House, the election of a 
Speaker, and the formation of the commit- 
tees. Nothing serious could be begun till 
the middle of January, and nothing 
could really be accomplished under the 
most favorable conditions before March. 
Then we should be on the eve of an active 
Presidential campaign, and it is doubtful 
if any law could be passed. This doubt 
would, so far as confidence in business cir- 
cles is concerned, be almost as mischievous 
asthe certainty that no action would be 
taken. These are in brief the considera- 
tions that weigh in favor of calling Con- 
gress together at an earlier date, say by the 
ist of October. 

We have reason to believe that such a 
moderate, yet probably effectual, policy 
will be adopted, and we know that it is 
definitely advocated by some of those who 
will have much to say as to the decision 
of such a question. The steadily swelling 
surplus isa certainty. There are, so far as 
can now be seen, only three ways to deal 
withit: To buy-bonds at a premium; to 
anticipate the interest and possibly the 
principal of bonds not yet due; to reduce 
taxation. The first the country would be 
sternly opposed to; the second is of doubt- 
ful efficacy, and it is still more doubt- 
ful if the Treasury could carry it 
out without legislative action; the 
third can only be accomplished by Con- 
gress. These are the simple facts that pre- 
sent themselves. We believe that their sig- 
nificance is not misunderstood and their im- 
portance is not underrated. In any case, 
the financial community can, we believe, 
rest in the assurance that what is proper 
and necessary to secure it from undue inter- 
ference by the operations of the Federal 
revenue laws will bedone. The Administra- 
tion has shown itself too keenly sensitive 
to its responsibility for the uninterrupted 
prosperity of the country, and too intelli- 
gent in dealing with that responsibility, to 
fail now in any duty that the situation may 
impose. 


THE LESSON FROM BROOKLYN. 

There is avery curious feature in the 
Brooklyn situation that ought not to escape 
the careful attention of all interested in the 
problem of municipal government.

subject pertinent to the immediate problem 
of municipal government. In all things 
that are so pertinent the principle of home 
rule, embodied in the concentration of 
power and responsibility in the hands of an 
elective Mayor, is shown to be adequate to 
all requirements, even in a case of so ex- 
treme and complicated malfeasance as has 
been shown to exist in Brooklyn. 

It is true that the remedy is more remote 
than it might be or ought to be. Itcan 
only be applied by the election this Fall of 
an honest and able man as Mayor, to take 
office on the 1st of January next. If the 
Mayor had the direct and explicit power of 
removal at discretion, with the single con- 
dition that he should place on record a defi- 
nite statement of the reasons for his action, 
the force of public opinion might be more 
immediately and efficiently brought to bear 
even upon such an amorphous and gelati- 
nous mind as that of Mr. WHITNEY. But, 
though remote, it is plain that the remedy is 
sufficient to justify the committee in refrain- 
ing from asking the Legislature to interfere, 
save in the very minor matter of the consol- 
idation of the City Auditor’s office. The 
committee show, by the evidence they have 
collected, that the civil service law has 
been persistently evaded and violated, that 
political favoritism has been practiced, that 
the rights of applicants for appointment 
and those of the public to impartial selec- 
tion have been denied, and that the service 
has been degraded and injured. Theremedy 
lies in the displacement of the men having 
the civil service examinations in charge, 
and this is in the hands of the Mayor. The 
committee further show that in the Fire 
Department, in the matter of the privileges 
of the electric lighting companies, there has 
been the most shameless venality, traced 
directly to the Chief Engineer of that de- 
partment. The remedy lies in the dismissal 
of the Chief, which can be made by the 
Commissioner, who can be required to make 
it by the Mayor. Asto the bribery in the 
Board of Aldermen, that, of course, is a 
matter for the constituents of the corrupt or 
suspected members of the board, who have 
immediate and complete control of it. 

Nor is this the only striking and instruct- 
ive feature of the situation. The corruption 
exposed by the committee is traced, so far 
as present officials are concerned, to Demo- 
crais. It would be natural, if nothing in- 
terfered with their ordinary impulses, for 
Democratic partisans to belittle, palliate, 
gloss over, excuse, or entirely deny the guilt 
of the officials of their own party.; That 
isthe way “ party responsibility” works in 
such cases. It is in accordance with this 
impulse that Judge GREENE and Mr. CUTLER, 
the Democrats on the committee, will make 
@ minority report, in which they will 
doubtless seek to break the force of thé ma- 
jority report, and to inculpate so far as they, 
ean their party opponents. But in Brook- 
lyn itself, where the responsibility is direct, 
where it is understood that the Mayor is 
accountable for the condition of the City 
Government, the Democratic organ, the 
Eagle, as strong and earnest a party paper 
as there is in the State, rises entirely above 
mean and narrow partisan motives, It de- 
nounces the guilty men;it calls for their 
indictment where the law reaches their 
case; it rebukes and ridicules the partisan 
conduct of the minority of the committee; it 
exposes the plots of the partisans to screen 
themselves and each other from the terrible 
blows of the committee; jin a word, it ex- 
presses the sentiments of honest citizens 
who know that this is not and can not be 
made a mere partisan matter, but must be 
met on its merits at the polls, when a Mayor 
is to be chosen who can effect every needed 
reform. This shows not only that home 
rule puts remedies for abuses in the hands 
of the people, but that it creates a public 
opinion on such matters far stronger than 
ordinary party feeling, and capable of re- 
pressing or defeating that feeling. A sys- 
tem that is vindicated directly by the very 
abuses practiced under itis certainly a good 
one. It could only be made better in Brook- 
lyn by more complete and logical applica- 
tion. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT “ COMBINE.” 


The condition of the municipal Legis- 
lature in this city would be amazing to 
every citizen if long experience had not 
dulled our capacity of astonishment, and if 
several other American cities werenot inthe 
same situation. The functions of the Board 
of Aldermen have been taken away one 
after another, until scarcely any substantial 
powers remain to them. This has been done 
asa matter of self-preservation. We treat 
them precisely as if they were a gang of 
thieves who had got possession of the cellar 
of a house from which the householder did 
not feel able to dislodge them, and 
accordingly tried to starve them out 
by preventing supplies from being carried 
to them, and by withdrawing the provender 
already within their reach whenever oppor- 
tunity offered. The question why they 
should not be dislodged altogether—or, 
without metaphor, why the Board of Alder- 
men should not be abolished—has been asked 
a good many times.

When we 
prevent them from appropriating money by 
transferring their powers of that kind to 
the Board of Estimate they blackmail the 
Mayor by “hanging up” or rejecting his 
appointments. When this source of revenue 
is closed to them they sell out the fran- 
chises of the city for their personal behoof. 
If the power of doing this is taken away 
from them they will fall back upon the per- 
quisites of ‘‘permits” for meat racks and 
awnings, and upon their commissions from 
the purveyors of such municipal supplies as 
they ean control. 

This last is what they apparently did yes- 
terday, the supply in question being that of 
electric lights for the streets. Four Alder- 


men, including Mr, BeExMan, the President 


of the board, were in favor of opening the 
supply to competition, it being alleged that 
the rate now paid is much too high. Of 
course, the only method of ascertaining 
whether it is or not is to invite bids for 
the service from anybody who can furnish 
satisfactory sureties for his performance of 
the work. Against these four Aldermen fif- 
teen voted, apparently in pursuance of 
a “combine” such as that with which 
the public has become familiar in a previous 
board. These fifteen voted down a motion 
made by one of the four to give franchises 
to other companies than those now engaged 
in the service, so as to give them a standing 
which should enable them to compete. The 
existence of the “‘combine” is indicated by 
the fact that on May 3 twelve of these fif- 
teen Aldermen voted to adjourn in order 
to defeat any discussion of the subject of 
electric lighting, and on April 26 eleven of 
them voted against a motion to consider the 
application of a new company for a fran- 
chise. 

It is possible, though extremely unlikely, 
that some one simple-minded citizen may 
believe that some one of these Aldermen 
voted as he did out of regard for the public 
welfare and without any private interest of 
his own. Several members of the board of 
1884, including some who are now in Sing 
Sing, have sworn that they voted from pure 
and public motives in favor of the Broad- 
way franchise. But even the possible cred- 
ulous citizen must admit that they voted in 
favor of continuing a monopoly and 
against taking any steps to ascertain 
whether the terms of the monopoly were 
extortionate. When he sees the processions 
of these Aldermen going about next Novem- 
ber bearing transparencies inscribed “‘ Down 
with Monopoly” he will be forced to 
conclude that the transparencies are very 
transparent indeed. 


THE QUEEN’S JUBILEE. 

The approaching celebrations of the 
Queen’s jubilee are full of a suggestiveness 
which cannot fail of fruition. The sugges- 
tion which comes most forcibly home in 
this American metropolis is that there ought 
to be a proper attention to the occasion by 
that class of Englishmen who, though com- 
pelled by such unhappy circumstances as 
birth, heredity, sources of income,:and fam- 
ily ties to live in America, as their fathers 
did before them, spend their lives in illus- 
trating to their neighbors on this side the 
undeniable superiority of all things Eng- 
lish. ‘ 

As the elements of such a characteristic 
and interesting celebration of the Queen’s 
jubilee may not suggest themselves to our 
native Englishmen, who rarely suffer from 
over-productiveness of the brain, we take 
pleasure in outlining a programme which 
would be picturesque and instructive. There 
should be a parade on Fifth-avenue of in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery. The infantry 
would be composed of light-armed dudes, 
wearing regulation English topcoats, 
trousers well creased, white gaiter tops, 
piceadilly collars, silk hats, and carrying 
English walking canes. The officers should 
wear also a haughty English stare, and be 
led by English setter dogs, properly leashed. 

The cavalry would consist of the forces 
of the numerous .English hunting clubs, 
mounted on imported thoroughbreds and 
clad in the pink coats and white tops. The 
artillery, of course, would be formed ‘by the 
great English drags. This would be an im- 
posing spectacle for the first day of the cele- 
bration and would attract a great deal of 
attention. The next day there would be 
land and water amusements. On land the 
native English hunting people should en- 
gage in a grand cross-country run after the 
largest, fiercest, and speediest aniseseed 
bag that could be obtained. On water there 
should be a forty-mile race for all the de- 
feated cutters owned by native Englishmen 
who have for years held that their type of 
boat was better than the sloop and have 
proved it by numerous conquests of the 
left-handed variety. In this race, of course, 
a cutter would be sure to win, and this 
would be an indisputable argument in her 
favor. 

The next feature would be an H-dropping 
match open to all comers, professionals ex- 
cepted. This would afford the amateur 
Englishmen a fine opportunity of showing 
their proficiency in the use of English as 
she is spoke, and the dropped H’s could be 
distributed among the various charities of 
the city. The programme would be com- 
pleted by a cricket match, which might 
without unusual effort be made to last until 
the next jubilee, when the whole pro- 
gramme could be begun again. 





RAGS AND REPUTATIONS. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 

We have referred more than once to the 
subject of disinfection at this port as connected 
with charges of conspiracy involving the Health 
Officer and certain political intrigues. The ques- 
tion has at last been submitted to a jury, whose 
verdict is very significant. Messrs Lockwood & 
McClintock two years ago imported a cargo of 
rags from Japan, which they allege to have been 
detained to their loss. The rags were ordered to 
the warehouse of Bartlett & Co. to be disinfect- 
ed by a patent process in which, as they 
alleged, the Health Officer was interested. This 


procedure they declare to have been unneces- 
sary, the process itself worthless, the result in- 
jurious to the goods, and the payment, mere ex- 
tortion. This was substantially the case sub- 
mitted to the jury, after evidence and argu- 
ment, and the jury returned a verdict giving the 
importers $8,000 damages, but they were una- 
ble to agree upon the question of the collusion 
of the Health Officer, although, upon a poll of 11 
members, the jury stood 7 to 4 against him. 

This is a most damaging result for the Health 
Officer. If his conduct had been correct through- 
out, the rags would have gone properly to Bart- 
lett & Co., and the disinfection by their process 
would have been no ground of action. Buta 
verdict against them 1s practically a verdict 
against him, and although it does not follow that 
his order in favor of Bartlett & Co. was part of 
a corrupt conspiracy, the testimony and the evi- 
dent feeling of the jury, after hearing and weigh- 
ing it, are very significant. The Judge in 
charging said that the evidence ot conspiracy 
was not satisfactory, and that was obviously the 
feeling of the jury, who, according to one of 


| them, gave the Health Officer the benefit of the 


doubt. Enough, however, was shown upon the 
trial to prove what the verdict attests, that there 
is a great wrong to importers anda great deal 
of knavery involved in this patent disinfection, 
which is also complicated with political intrigue. 
The Health Officer’s term expired long ago. 
The Governor has Dominated an unexception- 
able successor, but the Senate, under the influ- 
ence, as is believed, of Mr. Thomas Platt, one 
of the Quarantine Commissioners, who is also 
holding over, has declined to act upon the nom- 
ination. The whole transaction 18 apparently a 
job in which certain Republican politicians are 
beneficiaries. It has now been investigated and 
argued. The question bas been referred to an 
impartial jury, and the verdict is against the 
job and the jobbers.

THE SUBJECT DISCUSSED BEFORE THE 
NINETEENTH CENTURY CLUB. 

Physically and mentally if was a fine 
audience that filled the rooms of the American 
Art Association last evening and assisted in 
making the last meeting of the Nineteenth Cent- 
ury Ciub for this season one of the most nota- 
ble in the organization’s history. Everybody, 
one gentleman excepted, was m evening dress, 
and he felt constrained to apologize for his re- 
misstress in that respect.

There were 
many people of prominence present, and not a 
few of these were attracted by the announce- 
ment that Dr. McGlynn would speak. Ex-Gov. 
Hoadly, of Ohio, also proved a strong card, and 
the Rev. Dr. Rainsford, Rector of 8t. George’s 
Episcopal Church, certainly helped to swell the 
audience to unusually large proportions. 

According to {the prostamme, ex-Gov. Hoadly 
was to lecture on “The Bible in the Schools,” 
and his lecture was to be followed by a discus- 
sion on this topic by Dr. McGlynn and Dr. Rainf- 
ford. Every one looked forward to a battle 
PS fe To some it was known that Gov. Hoadly 
did not consider the public schools the proper 
place for the Bible, but me aged of his andit- 
ors knew nothing about his position on the 
question. Everybody, on the other hand, felt 
quite certain of Dr. McGlynn’s position; he 
would, of course, claim that the Bible should not 
be readin the public schools. It would proba- 
bly have been difficult to find more than two or 
three in the audience who did not feel sure that 
Dr. Rainsford would take up the cudgels in be- 
half of the present school system and attempt 
to prove that without the Bible the public schools 
would soon collapse. 

There was a flaw in the popular diagnosis. 
Gov. Hoadly was in favor of the elimination of 
the Bible from the public schools. So was Dr. 
MoGlynn, and Dr. Rainsford’s sword had such a 
stout button on its point that more of his thrusts 
were fatal. Gov. Hoadly had had some experi- 
ence. He had but just shaken the dust of Cin- 
cinnati from his feet, and for 15 years the Bible 
had not been read in the public schools of that 
city. A school board had decided that it should 
not be readin the public schools, and the Su- 

reme Court of Ohio had decided that the 

chool Board had acted legally. The de- 
cision of the court that sustained the 
board maintained that if the law enjoined 
the teaching of the Christian religion in the 
public schools, it should provide that old teach- 
ers should be Christians. The State had no right, 
Gov. Hoadly claimed, to teach the children of 
the public schools theology. It is the duty of 
parents and notof the State to impart and in- 
culcate religion. The idea of the fathers was 
that there should be little law and much liberty; 
they were jealous of the intrusion of religion 
into State affairs. If the State had aright to 
teach religion to the young, why not to the old ? 
If the population of the country were of one re- 
ligion, such a practice might not be injudicious, 
but under present circumstances it was not 
nee — the Bible should be read in the public 
schools. 

In introducing Dr. MeGlynn, the latter was 
compared by Daniel G. Thompson,§ who acted as 
President of the club during Mr. Palmer’s ab- 
sence, to Martin Luther. The latter had the 
courage of his convictions and would not re- 
tract, for his conscience was in prison in the 
Word of God. When the applause with which Dr. 
McGlynn was received had died away, that gen- 
tleman promptly denied that there was any 

araliel between his case and that of Martin 

uther. He would not be guily, he said, of at- 
tacking the views of the Catholic Church. He 
Pp py that he was still nothing but a Catho- 

¢c and a Catholic priest, and would always re- 
main so. A single pair of hands were smartly 
clapped at this declaration, but the interruption 
only attracted attention to the general silence. 

The burden of Dr. McGlynn’s remarks was 
that if any church was able to bear up under the 
reading of the Bible in the public schools, it was 
the Catholic Church, Protestant fanatics, he 
thought, might object to Catholic observances in 
the public schools if the Catholics become in a 
majority some time. It was a contingency that 
would bear thought. Much of the Protestant 
religion was bess in the public schools, for the 
reading of the Bible, the singing of a hymn, and 
the recitation of the Lord’s Prayer wasabout all 
the religious observance that many sects of 
Protestants desired.

THE BOSTON AND PROVIDENCE. 
Boston, May 10.—Railroad deals are the 
order of the day, and the latest move of that 
description is one affecting the Boston and Proy- 
idence Road. There have been strange fluctua- 
tions in the stock of that road for several days, 


fluctuations that have been all the more sur- 
prising as this is one of the most solid-of the Bos- 
ton stocks. There are several rumors afloat, one 
of the most plausible being that the Old Colony 
will gain possession of the Boston and Provy- 
idence, or bring about a consolidation of inter- 
ests which will enable the two roads to effect an 
exchange of terminal properties with the Boston 
aud Albany, and obviate the vexatious grade 
crossings now existing. 

Another report, apparently firmly believed in 
some quarters, is that the real purchaser, if 
there is one, of the Boston and Providence will 
be the New-York and New-Engiand Company, 
which, since the last election of officers in New- 
York, with the triumph of the Bostwick party, 
has once more passed under the control of the 
New-York gentleman who kicked up such a row 
when the State’s interest in the New-York and 
New-England was sold. But to make this feasi- 
ble or valuable several other schemes would 
have to be worked, and the fact that a large por- 
tion of the buying of the past few days has been 
traced to Lee, Higginson & Co. indicates that 
some other than the New-York and New-Eng- 
Jand deal is in contemplation. One thing ap- 
years certain, and that is that the Providence 
Road is in a fair way to be gobbled up, and that 
several parties are anxious to do the gobbling.

This proof of Nevins’s 
attitude toward corporations needing the use of 
the streets for the stringing of wires, until he

The conclusions of the committee in regard to 


this electric light business are embodied in these 
few short but strong sentences: 


“ We are reluctantly compelled to say that we do 
not believe Chief Nevins in his testimony of his ig- 
norance as to these transactions. 

“Chief Nevins either was guilty of the bribery of 
the Aldermen or he was guilty of larceny of the 
money of Pope, Sewall & Co. and their associates. If 
the fact be, as we are convinced it is, that Chief 
Nevins received from Pope, Sewall & Co. and Charles 
Cooper and their associates $8,400, less only his own 
supposititions contributions of $425, and less a possi- 
ble allowance to Mr. Cooper of $910, and that out of 
the moneys thus received he used $4,700 drawn by 
him on y 21, 1884, for the purpose of corruption, 
jt is then clear that he was guilty both of bribery 
with $4,700 and of a larceny of the remainder of the 
money intrusted to him. His offenses have been fol- 
lowed by the deliberate and willful falsehoods with 
which he has sought to conceal them. 

“Werecommend that ae Grand Jury of Kings 
County, — the more efticient power and tho am- 
pler time at their disposal, if ampler time be neces- 
sary, promptly investigate the facts as to these 
transactions. If they agree with our conclusions 
we recommend that they at once indict Thomas F. 
Nevins both for bribery and Zor the larceny of the 
money by him extorted from Pope, Sewall & Co. and 
their associates. 

«Mr. Charles Cooper, we are painfully constrained 
to say, has, in our opinion, been guilty of deliberate, 
willtul falsehood under oath before us. He has testi- 
fied to ignorance when he had knowledge. He has 
testified to facts which were untrue, and which he 
knew to be untrue. We recognize, indeed, how seri- 
ous has been the temptation to which he has been 
subjected in this investigation. But this tempta- 
tion ought not to be considered by those whose dnty 
it is to hay pe the facts of such transactions, or 
eee duty itis to prosecute offenders against the 

w.”” 


In a brief conclusion the report says: 
“We think ie peepee to say, in conclusion, that the 
abuses shows by the testimony to have been prac- 
. Heed in the administration of Brooklyn donot justify 
any limitation of the responsibilit alps oe the law 
now devolves upon the Mayor of that city. On the 
contrary, We believe that the power thus vested in 
the Mayor, tending in the public mind, as it does, to 
fix upon him the responsibility for good government 
orfor bad government, is of inestimable value to 
the city.”

THE SEAWANHAKA’S REGATTA AND 


OTHER COMING EVENTS. 

The Seawanhaka Yacht Club’s new house 
will be completed before May 24, and the or- 
ganization expects to formally open it on that 
day. The house has already been described in 
THE Times. Theclubis in @ remarkably pros- 
perous condition and is growing rapidly. It has 
taken in, since the beginnmg of the year, 60 
members, making now nearly 300 in all, The 
fieet numbers 110 vessels. 

The Spring regatta will take place on June 11. 
First class schooners will be those over 75 feet 
and the second class those measuring 75 feet and 


under. This year a prize will be offered for first 
class schooners, which may, like the second 
class, be handled by professionals. This is a 
new departure. First class sloops will have to 
be sailed by amateurs. Last year the big sloops 
were sailed by professionals, and @ especial cup 
valued at $1,000 was offered.

BUSINESS DISASTERS. 


A FRUIT COMPANY AND AN ENGRAVYV- 
ING ESTABLISHMENT ON THE LIST. 
The Merritt Fruit Company, Limited, at 
83 and 85 Park-place, is financially embarrassed, 
and application has been made for the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver. A judgment for $1,830in 
favor of Peter Denniston & Co., of Glasgow, 
Scotland, was entered against it yesterday. 
Their trouble, itis said, is the result of having 
sold a charter to a party who failed to pay for it, 


and, as a consequence, a@ note for half the 
amount the company agreed to pay for the char- 
ter went to protest. Among other ¢auses were 
losses on fruit which the recent strikes pre- 
vented the company from handling, the gollapse 
of a large concérn whose account with the com- 
pany was large,and an accident to a vessel 
which caused a large loss. The company was 
incorporated Jan. 16,1885, with a capital of 
$50,000, which was reduced to $28,500 in Sep- 
tember last. Albert Merritt, the President, was 
formerly of Warner & Merritt, of Philadeiphia, 
who failed in August, 1884, with liabilities of 
over $300,000. 

The Lithographoid Engraving and Printing 
Company, of 34 and 36 North Moore-street, has 
been placed in the hands of a Receiver, Lester 
W. Clark, on the application of,J. and G. H. 
Gill, judgment creditors, for $12,836. Charles 
Burrows, who was formerly President, resigned 
about Feb. 1, and was succeeded by George H. 
Gill, who had advanced the company consider- 
able money. Seeing that the prospects of getting 
it back were not bright, Mr. Gill, to protect him- 
self, put the claims on judgment to wind up the 
business. The annual report tiled in January 
stated that the liabilities would not exceed 
$36,000.

This bill was in- 
troduced in the Assembly by Mr. Giegerich. On 
March 14 you addressed me a letter, the substance 
of which you communicated tothe Evening Post, in 
which occurs the following paragraph in relation to 
the proposed legislation: 

“J have not been consultedin the matter. If this 
means the opening of saloons on Sunday, I am 
unswervingly opposed to it. It does seem as if six 
days and nights of open saloons were enough in this 
liguor-dominated city.” 

‘o this letter I made no reply at the time; but I 
find in the newspapers a communication from you, 
as Commissioner otf Excise, dated May 7, in which 
you say: 

“T believe that the poor ‘man has just as much 
Tight to his freshly drawn beer at his Sunday dinner 
as the rich man has to his wine, and [ now propose 
and will heartily support an amendment which will 
open the saloons on Sunday between the hours of 12 
and 2in the afternoon solely for the sale of draft 
ale and beer, nothing to be drank on the premises.” 

This declaration does not goto the full extent of 
the Giegerich bill, but it shows you to be in a hope- 
ful state of conversion, on which I extend to you 
my congratulations.

FIFTEEN FOR MONOPOLY 
ALDERMEN WHO DISREGARD | 
THE CITY'S INTERESS. 


DELIBERATELY AND REPEATEDLY VOT- 


ING TO CONTINUE THE ELECTRIC 
LIGHT MONOPOLY. 


The electric light monopolists in the Board 
of Aldermen had a sharp tussle yesterday with a 
few honest members of the board, who were led 
by Aldermen Conkling and Van Rensselaer. The 
menopolistic brigade was led by Alderman 
Dowling, who is the recognized schemer of the 
present Common Council and who is known by a 
sobriquet of a not very complimentary char- 
acter. His following included every member of 
the board except absentees Corcoran, Divver, 
Hollana, John Murray, Oakley, and Quinn, and 
Conkling, Van Rensselaer, Sanford, and Presi- 
dent Beekman, who consistently fought every 
move of the members of the latest “combine.” 

The fight began when Alderman Van Rensse- 
laer moved that the Committee on Law be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the 


resolutions granting electric light franchises to 
the Waterhouse and American Companies, which 
desire a chance to compete with the United 
States and Brush Companies. Before notice was 
taken of the motion a petition was received from 
the Ball Electric Company, asking fora franchise 
and offering to light the streets for 25 cents per 
night foreach lamp, and tofurnish five free 
lamps for every fifty private lights obtained by 
the company. e petition was referred to the 
Committee on Lamps and Gas, the Chairman of 
which is Alderman er A Alderman Van 
Rensselaer then renewed his motion. He said 
that his purpose was to get the petitions of 
the companies before the board. The committee 
hadi smothered the matter, and he did not think 

hat was a proper way to do business. The pub- 
lic electric lighting had been monopolized since 
1881 by the Brush and United States Companies 
both charging the outrageously exorbitant rate 
of 70 cents per lamp per night. As soon asa 
franchise was granted another company the rate 
was reduced to 65 cents per night, and with 
further competition the rate would be still fur- 
ther reduced. ‘Chere were members of the board, 
however, who did not want any action taken 
until the contracts for electric lighting for the 
ensuing year had been awarded by the Gas 
Commission. The new companies were prepared 
tosupply lights at less than one-half the rate 
charged by the old monopolies. 

The ‘‘combine’s” champion, Alderman Dow- 
ling, replied to-Mr. Van Rensselaer. Hesaid that 
the Law Committee had made no report because 
it had not been shown that the proposed new 
companies were doing business enough to pay 
interest on the capital said to be interested. He 
was afraid that if franchises were granted the 
new companies would form a “combine” and 
snap their fingers at tne people. If new compa- 
nies were admitted to compete with the old ones 
the electric light business would be destroyed. 
He claimed that this city,was paying 25 per 
cent. less for electric a than Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, or St. Louis. In ‘conclusion, Mr. 
Dowling declared that he didn’t care how much 
his motives were misconstrued. The matter 
didn’t bother him one particle. 

Alderman Conkling called attention to the 
fact that the board had an opportunity to break 
up the existing electric light monopoly. He 
thought there should be competition and not 
“combines,” and that electric light contracts 
should be awarded to the highest bidders. 

Alderman Walker backed up his chief, Mr. 
Dowling, and thought that the whole matter 
should be laid over. Alderman pees oe also 
favored postponement.. He said that he had 
just heard that there was some scandal in the 
electric light matter and he wanted to find out 
where the scandal was. He had heard that, 
some of the companies to whom Mr. Van Rens- 
selaer wanted to grant franchises really wanted 
to sall out to existing companies. The scheme 
looked like a blackmailing one. 

Alderman Van Rensselaer called Mr. Mooney 
to task pretty sharply. He said that he had no 
right* to talk as he had. His statements were 
untrue and his insinuations unfounded. There 
was some further talk on the subject, after 
which Mr. Van Rensselaer’s motion was voted 
down by the following vote: 

Yeas—President Beekman and Aldermen Conk- 
ling, Sanford, Van Rensselaer—4. 

Noys—Aldermen Bennett, Cowie, Downe. Far- 
rell, Ficke, Fitzgerald, Flynn, Goetz, Long, Mennin- 
ger, Mooney, Joseph Murray, Smith, Tait, Walker 
—15, 

Alderman Van Rensselaer, nothing daunted, 
introduced aresolution to take from the table 
the original petition presented by the Water- 
house Company. Alderman Mooney at once ob- 
jected, and Alderman Dowling raised a point of 
order. Both were overruled by President Beek- 
man, and, no debate being in order, the vote was 
taken, resulting precisely as in the preceding 
instance. 

Alderman Van Rensselaer then offered a reso- 
lution to discharge the Committee on Lamps and 
Gas from the consideration of the petition of the 
Bell Electric Company. Alderman Dowling op- 
posed it, saying that the company could not 
compete with the old companies, On the vote 
Aldermen Bennett and Walker voted with Messrs. 
Van Rensselaer, Conkling, Sanford, and Presi- 
dent Beekman. The resolution, however, was 
lost. A motion of Alderman Dowling to proceed 
to other business was voted down by a vote of 10 
to 9, Alderman Van Rensselaer had prepared a 
new resolution in the meantime and he pro- 
ceeded to offer it. This was to grant a franchise 
to the Mount Morris Electric Light Company. 

“This is disgraceful,” shouted Alderman 
Mooney. ‘Mr. Van Ren@gselaer shouldn’t take 
up the time of the board with bogus bills and 
buncombe resolutious.” 

“What's that?’ sharply retorted Alderman 
Van Rensselaer as he jumped to his feet. “ll 
allow no manto say that to me. I know the 
value of my official oath, and I will not permit 
any Alderman to charge me with furthering 
bogus measures or with buncombe. I have heard 
that Alderman Mooney isa soldier and a gentle- 
man, and he should apologize.” 

Alderman Mooney, after some hesitation, with- 
drew the objectionable terms, and by the old 
vote of 15 to 4 the resolution of Alderman Van 
Rensselaer was referred tothe Committee on 
Lamps and Gas. 

This vote practically ended the fight. Alder- 
man Van Rensselaer said that he had put the 
merbers on record several times, and they must 
accept the full responsibility for their acts. The 
boa adjourned until Tuesday next. As the 
bids for electric lighting are to be opened by the 
Gas Commission Monday, the new company will 
be at a very serious disadvantage, and it is 
doubtful whether any consideration can be shown 
them. 

To show how consistently the Aldermen in the 
“combine” have voted together, attention is 
called to the fact that on a motion made at the 
meeting of April 26 the following voted against 
a motion to consider the application for a fran- 
chise of the American Electric Light Company: 

Aldermen Corcoran, Dowling, Ficke, Fitzgerald, 
Flynn, Goetz, Holland, Long, Menninger, Mooney, 
Joseph Murray, Oakley, Smith, Tait, and Van Rens- 
selaer. 

Mr. Van Rensselaer voted with the others so 
that he could move a reconsideration of the vote 
by which he saw that his motion was lost. 

At the meeting on May 3 the Aldermen who 
voted to adjourn, and 80 prevent a considera- 
tion of electric light matters, were Cowie, Dow- 
ling, Ficke, Fitzgerald, Goetz, Holland, Long, 

Menninger, Mooney, Joseph Murray, Quinn, 
Tait, aud Walker.

UNION PACIFIC DEALINGS 


LIGHT ON THE KANSAS PAOLFIO 
CONSOLIDATION. 
THE COMMISSION CATCHES GLIMPSES OF 
THE PROFITS MADE BY GOULD AND 
HIS FRIENDS. 


The Pacific Railway Commission wanted 
to examine Amos H. Calef yesterday, but it 
had not sueceeded in serving a subpoena upon 
him. Sergeant-at-Arms Walsh has had that 
task on hand since last Thursday. He told 
the board yesterday that he had made nine or 
ten vain efforts to serve the papers. 

William Bond, President of the St. Jo and 
Denver Railroad, told the Commissioners of the 
varying fortunes of the system’s parts at vari- 
ous times—the 8t. Jo and Pacific, the Kansas 
and Nebraska, the St. Jo and Western, and the 
St. Joand Grand Island—their reorganizations, 
additions, &c., until they came into the posses- 
sion of the Union Pacific Railway Company. 
Mr. Bond was called to testify to the market 


value of the branch lines securities disposed of 
by Jay Gould and his friends at the time of the 
consolidation, The Kansas and Nebraska and 
St. Jo and Pacific bonds, then taken at par, Mr. 
Bond thought Mr. Gould got in 1879 from the 
Warehousé and Security Company, the Guar- 
antee and Indemnity Company, the Commercial 
Warehouse Company, Ezra A. Johnson, 8. H. 
Butterworth, and G. J. Forrest at about 40 cents 
on the doliar. Of the other branch securities 
the witness knew less, but he estimated the St. 
Jo Bridge bonds at par, as they were paying 7 
per cent. interest. 

George Arents, a broker, testified that the 
Kansas and Nebraska and St. Jo and Pacitic 
bonds were moderately dealt in in 1878, and 
were more active the next year. In 1878 they 
were as low as 23 and the next year went as 
high as 62. Sometimes one set was higher, 
sometimes the other. All these were seconds. 
The firsts were higher, ranging from 45 in 1878 
to 85 in 1879. These securities were never listed 
at the Stock Exchange. In 1878 they were held 
in a few hands, but afterward they were more 
scattered. Hastings and Grand Island bonds 
never got on the market, nor did those of the St. 
Jo Bridge. It was the same case with the Kan- 
sas Central securities. 

Artemas H. Holmes told something more 
about the purchase ot Denver Pacitic stock from 
Arrapahoe County. The securities included some 
Colorado Central issues. When the big con- 
solidation took place Mr. Holmes was not called 
in to pass on the legal authority for the trans- 
actions in Denver Pacific stock, Judge Dilion 
being the senior counsel at the time. He was, 
however, counselin the suit against Trustees 
Gould and Sage, when Sidney Dillon put the 
Denver Pacific stock’s value at from $200,000 
to $300,000. He never made an investigation of 
this until 1885. Then he talked up the transac- 
tions of 1880 with Gould, Sage, and Ham.- 

All the Commissioners took a turn at ques- 
Sonia Mr. Holmes. Mr. Anderson wanted 
more light upon the Kansas Pacific pool. 

“In keeping the pool accounts,” . Holmes 
was asked, “‘ was there anything further than ac- 
counts on loose pieces of paper and certificates 


¥ torn from a certificate book?” 


‘*No, Sir, as far as I know,”. was the answer. 

Mr. Anderson also wanted to know if the real 
interests of all the reads could not have been 
preserved by leases instead of a consolidation 
and Mr. Holmes replied that leases were deeme 
iliegai by the company’s counsel, and much liti- 
gation would have resulted from them. “Mr. 
Dillon,” said he, “in his testimony about the 
Denver Pacific stock exchanges skipped the 
ditches and arrived at the goal without inter- 
mediate steps. ew-made wealth resulted from 
the transaction because the Union Pacific's capi- 
tal was increased $3,000,000.” 

Gov. Pattison tried to find out why the traffic 
arrangement of 1878, which was to last 50 years, 
would not have sufficed instead of a consolida- 
tion, especially as it was made with thé sanction 
of the Circuit Court, but he failed to get any 
definite information, except that a consolidation 
was deemed the best thing to prevent possible 
injurious competition. The hearing will be re- 
sumed this morning.
